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MAISON DE FRANCOIS I. AUX CHAMPS ^LYSilES. 

The Elysi&n Fields of the Parisiaua were first planted in 1663, bj direction of the 
jl^reat Colbert ; and much improved seven years afterwards by the Marquis d’ Angivil- 
liers. They originally extended eastward only as far as Chaillot; westward to the 
faubourg du Roule ; on the north to the faubourg St Honors ; and on the south to the 
Coura>1a-Reine : the principal avenue being in the direction of a straight line drawn from 
the Place Louis XV. to the Barri^re de Neuilly. This avenue is one* of the noblest en* 
trances of Paris, or indeed of any of the capitals of Europe. 

Latterly the Champs £l)'sees have been extended eastward, and a new quarticr has 
been formed, called Quartier de Francois 1.; a principal ornament of which is the Place 
de Francois 1., from which four avenues, planted with trees and diversified by splendid 
habitations, diverge. The principal avenue extends in a direct line from the Quay, which 
faces the Hotel d* Invalides across the Champs Elysecs. 


PORT D’ ENTREE. CHATEAU DE VINCENNES. 

Portions of this polace and fortress are of remote antiquity. Philip Augustus 
seems to have built a country seat in the forest for the purpose of enjoying more conve* 
niently the pleasures of the chase; and Louis IX. is said to have administered justice 
here, sometimes in the apartments of the Reg<Ue Manerium^ as it was originally called, 
and sometimes in the primitive fashion of placing himself under a neighbouring oak. 
In 1337 the older building was demolished by Philip of Valois, and the foundations of 
that part known as the Donjon were laid. This, however, was not used as a state 
prison until the reign of Louis XL 

The additions and alterations made by Francis 1. have caused him sometimes to be 
spoken of as the founder of the present palace. Mary of Medicis added the itiagniB- 
cent gallery, during the minority of Louis XUL 

Vincennes is connected with historical events of the greatest interest. Here died 
Henry V. of England, Charles IX. of France, and Cardinal Mazarine. As a state 
priiion it has lieen the abode (in 1617) of the Prince of Cond^, of his sem the Great 
Conde, and of Mirabeau, who here wTote his Lettres it Sophie, not to mention a host of 
inferior delinquents, or alleged delinquents. 

The last tragical story connected with this celebrated chateau is that of tbe unfor- 
tunate Due d’ Enghien. Hert‘ he was immured in the night of the 20th of March, 
1804, and suffered to rest but a few hours, when be was summoned before a tribunal of 
officers appointed by Murat, afterwards king Joachim of Naples, and reserved himself 
for a retributory fate of the same kind. Tried at midnight by a military commission, for 
a political offence against a government to which ho owed no allegiance, without counsel 
and even without the exaiuinatiou of a single witness ~it was only, perhaps, to be ex> 
pected (though the barbarity U without a parallel in the history of modem civilized 
states) that he should be butchered, as he was, before morning, llte well-selected 
Savary gave the fatal word to a file of soldiery, in the ditch of the chateau, and the 
prince was thrown, in his clothes, into a ready prepared grave.

Le Due d’ Enghien, jugc k minuit par un tribunal militaire pour un crime politique 
contre un gouvemement qui n’ avait aocun droit aur sa peraonne, tans qu’ il lui fut 
permis d’ avoir un avocat, sans qu’ on examinat un aeul t^oio, dut bien des le com* 
mencement de cette 6trange proc^ure prdvoir le sort qui 1* attendait, quoi que rien dans 
I’ histoire ne pent juslifier 1’ assassinat dont il fut la victime. Savary, qu* on avait 
choisi avec raison, donna lui mcme k un peloton qui 1* attendait dans le fo«s4 du Cbkteau 
de Vincennes, V ordre de faire feu, et le corps do Due, sans qu’ on le deshabillat fut 
jete dans une fosse qu* on avail prepare d’ avance. 
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THE LOUVRE. FROM THE PALACE OF THE INSTITUTE. 


Wb have adverted in our former volume to the ancient hiatory of tbit palace, and 
the origin of its name. It may be said, indeed, to have been for three centuries in pro* 
neat of erection, and (particiilarlv if we include the project of uniting it with the 
Tuileriea) is certainly not yet complete. 

In a work like the present we shall not be expected to describe this magntficent 
pile minutely; it may be sufficient in this place to [compare the two principal exterior 
ta^ades. 

That which is called the Colonnade forms the eastern side of the great quadrangle 
of the Louvre, and is considered one of the most symmetrical and beautiful specimens 
of nrehiteeture which this capital can boast It was designed throughout by Claude 
Perrault. physician to Louis XIV.. and consists of a central compartment united with 
two wings by a magnificent doable colonnade of fluted Corinthian pillars. On the 
pediment is a ba»*r»ief. representing Minerva placing the bnst of Louis XIV. on a 
pedestul. and Clio inscribing his name. The other muses occupy the angles of the pedi- 
ment In the central compartment of this front is the principal entrance of the palace. 

The facade toward the river, which is that represontod in the plate, was also designed 
by Perrault The basement is exactly similar to mat of the colonnade, and is surmounted 
by Corinthian pilasters, rising between the windows of the fintt floor and attic. The 
MS-relief of the pediment represents the Arts and Sciences resting on the arms of Fmnce. 
On the whole, tmmgh of a plainer character than the eastern facade, this front of the 
palace has a charming appeuanoe. in connexion with the river scenery and the bridge 
of the Louvre; and has decidedly the advantage of the colonnade with regard to the ex- 
tended points of view from whicn it may be seen. 


THE TLTLERIES. FROM THE GARDEN FRONT. 


This palace. commenced by Catherine de Medicis in 1 564. was completed . afVer various 
alterations and interruptionw. by HetuylV.and LonisXIJI. To Catlierine it appears only 
to have been indebted for the grand central pavilion and its winn : these were designed 
by Delorme and Bullart Henry IV. and his successor much enlarged the original plan, 
adding the pavilione of Flora and of Mam, and the two Corinthian wings which connect 
them with tne older buildings. Louis XIV. also attempted to improve the pavilion of 
the centre. 

The Tuileriea exhibit no claim to general unity of design. The five orders of 
architecture, and every distinct species of architectural ornament, succeed each other 
with little connexion or proportion, and no approach to harmony of conception. 

The length of the facade toward the garden is 1000 feet; and the architects Le 
Veau and Dwbay had an unlimited cocumisaion from Louis XIV. to harmonize this 
noble front. Their principal operations were confined, as we have intimated, to the cen- 
tral pavilion of the old palace, which they perhapa injured rather than improved by in- 
creasing in height 

Tm Tuilenes are united to the Louvre on the south by the gallery of the Louvre. 
1380 feet in length, and it has long been intended to complete tlie jonction of these 
magnificent palaces by a continuation of the northern side. 
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LE LOUVRE, DU PALAIS DE V INSTITUT.

Le soiibasement ressemblc exactement 4 celui de 
la colonn^e, et est suraiont^ par des pullers Corinthiens, qui s* elevent entre les fen^tres 
du premier etage. Lc bas-relief du fronton represeute les Arts et les Sciences, se repo*

LES TUILERIES, DU COTE DU JARDIN 

Ce palais, commence par Catherine de M^icis, en 1564, fut termini, apres plu- 
' aieurs changemens, par Henri IV. et Louts Xlll. 11 parait que ce palais ne doit a 
Catherine que le grand pavilion central et scs oilcs, qui furent baties d’ apres les dessins 
de Delorme et de Bullart. Henri IV. et son successeur ajout^rent beaucoup 4 ce que 
Catherine s' ctait propose, et bhtirent le ]mvillon de Flore, celui de Mars et les deux 
Biles dans le style Corinthieii qui les joigneut 4 V ancien b4timcnt. Louis XIV. s’ eB'or^a 
aussi d* ajouter au pavilion du centre. 

I.es ’i'liileries n’ oflrent aucune uuit4 de composition : non seulcment les cinque 
ordres d* architecture, mais tous les did'erens omemens qui leur appartieinent, se presen- 
tent Kuccessivemenl et sans aocun rapport. 

La fac^'adc du cote du jardin a lOOO nieds de longueurs; et les architectes Le Veau 
et Dorbay avaient re^u 1* grdro de Louis aIV. de ne rien epargner pour cn harmoaiser 
les ditferentes parties. Ils porterent principalement leur attention sur le pavilion central 
du vieux palais, a la beautu du quel ils n’ out |ieut*-etre rien ajoute en en augmentant la 
hauteur. 

La palais des Tuileries est uni au Louvre, du du Midi, par la galerie du Louvre, 
qui a 1350 pieds dc longueur, et il y a long temps qu* on so propose de completer le 
rapprochement de ces deux magnifiques palais, en batissant une aile au Nord. 
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PONT NEUF. 


Thb Pont Neuf is situated amongst the noblest works of art in Paris, -commanding 
fine views of the Louvre and its magnificent gallcryitbe Hotel de la Monnoie, &c., — and 
is in itself an edifice of no common interest 

The first stone was laid by Henry III. on the 20th of May, 1578, but the works 
were soon interrupted by the civil war that succeeded ; and it was reserved for the most 
popular of the French kings, Henry IV., to direct and complete the principal part of the 
building. It was first opened to the public in 1604. 

This bridge is divided by the Place d’ Henry IV. into two distinct ports, the north 
portion consisting of seven arches, and the south (shown in the plate) of five. It^ general 
style is that of the ancient Roman bridge, and chiefly remarkable for its iK>lidity : all the 
archesare semicircular, without archivolts. The total length is 767 feet, and the breadth 77 
feet. Above the arches on both sides runs a deep projecting cornice, supported by con- 
soles, adorned with masks of satyrs, fauns, and dryads. On the piers various small 
shops are established, and the whole line of passage is crowded with itinerant tradesmen 
of all descriptions.

c. Ws have selected the view of Pere la Chaise that adorns this number with the 
design of giving our readers a fair impression of the singular union in this cemetery of 
beautiful shmbbery with the monuments of the dead. Partly from this having been 
formerly an extensive private garden (see tlie aketchee of its history already given), and 
also from the public spirit with which the plantations have been kept up and extended, 
we believe that such an interesting mixture of natural scenery with the dreary abodes of 
mortality is no where else to be found. . t

Henri III. pnsa la premiere pierre du Pont NeuL le 30 Mai, 1578, niaii< les travaux 
ayaot 4rU> interrompus par lee guerree civile« qai eurent bientut lieu, ce fut Heuri IV. qui 
dirigea et fit terminer ia phneipale partie de cet 6difice, qui fut ouvert au public en 160d. 

Ce pont eet divis^ en deux jmrtiea, par la place d* Henri IV.; celle au Nord, con- 
tenant sept arches ; et celle au Midi, qui cst representee dans la gravure ci-jointe, cinque. 
Le style de son architecture eat celui des anciens ponts romains, cl U so fait remarqiier 
par »a solidite: tous les arches cii demi cercle, sans archivoltes.

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PONT D’ AUSTERLITZ. 


Such ib Btill the popular name of the very neat and chaste iron bridge which ex> 
tends from the quays Morland and dc la Kapee to those of L' Hopital and St Bernard. 
It is more regularly, and we believe legally, denominated the Pont du Jardin des 
Plantes, fomting a communication between that establishment and the Arsenal. 

Begun in 1802 and completed in 1805, it received the name of Austerlitz from 
Buonaparte, in memory of his victory over the Russians and Austrians, gained 2nd De' 
cember of that year. On the entrance of the allies into Paris it was attempted to be 
blown up by the Austrian troops, before the public authorities would consent to change 
its name. It was then for a while called the Pont du Roi. 

The piers are of stone and built on piles ; the arches, segments of circles, of cast 
iron, whase mean diameter is 79 feet 3 inches; and the total length of the bridge 401 
feet; its breadth 37 feet. Its construction (from designs by Dupre) is very solid^and cre- 
ditable to the architect ; the heaviest vehicles pass over it, and pay, as well as the foot 
passengers, a moderate toll. 


HOPITAL DE L'HOTEL-DIEU. 

The general efl'ectof this edifice is almost entirely lost by its proximity to the immense 
pile of Notre Dame. The entire hotel consists of several irregular masses of building, 
and the portal, erected in 1801, afier the designs of Clavereau, is the only attractive 
point of the front. It is a very plain Doric vestibule. 

The hospital is the most ancient in Paris, and is said to have been founded by St. 
landri in the middle of the seventli century ; St. Louis almost entirely rebuilt it ; it was 
further enlarged at the commencement of the sixteenth century, when Homy IV. added 
two wings and considerably augmented its revenues. Twice in the following century it 
sufTered severely by fire ; and on the last occasion several of the patients lost their lives. 

Being miserably over crowded in the reign of the unfortunate Louis X VH., he ordered 
four establishments auxiliary to this to be erected in the suburbs of Paris, but his bene- 
volent designs were interrupted by the Revolution. Various improvements in the distri- 
bution and management of the patients have, however, since take place : it now contains 
12 wards for men, 1 1 for women, and 1260 beds. 
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PONT D’ AUSTERLITZ.

Lea piles sont de pierre, et b&ties sur des pilotis ; les arches qui forment des segmens 
de ccrcles, sont en fer; leur diazn^tre est de 79 pieds, trois pouces. Le pont a 401 
pieds de longueur et 37 de largeur; la construction faite d* apr^s les dessins de Bupre, 
en eat tr^s solide et fait honneur aux architectes. Les voitores les plus pesantes peu> 
vent le traverser en Unite s^urit^, et paient, ainsi que les pistons, un ptage de peu dc 
valeur. 


HOPITAL DE L' HOTEL-DIEU. 

L* ^lise de Notre Dame, qui est aupres de cet Edifice, diminue beaucoup P eff'et 
qu’ il produirait autrement aur Ic spectateur. L* Hotel est compost de plusieurs corps 
de b&timcns, qui semblcnt n’ avoir aucun rapport entP eux. Le |x>rtail, 4lev^ en 1804, 
d’ apr^s les deasins do Clavereau, est la soule portie qui m^rite d* etre ubaerv^e ; c* est 
un vestibule, de T ordre Dorique, mais d* une ires grande simpUcitc. 

Cet hopital, qui est le plus ancien dc Paris, a iti fond^, dit on, par Su Landri, 
vers le milieu du septieme si^cle ; St. Louis le rebatit presque enti^rtment : Henri IV. v 
ajouta deux ailes, et en auginenta considerablement le revenu. Il fut incendiu deux 
fois pendant lo si^cle suivunt, et au dernier de ces accidens, plusienrs des malades 
pirirent dans les flammes. 

Le roalhcureux Louis XVt. le voyant combl^ de malades pendant son r^gne, ordonna 
qu* on ^tablit quatre hopitaux auxiliairei dans les faubourgs de Paris, mais la Revolu* 
lion vint frustrer scs louablcs intentions. On a depuis fait il I' Hotcl>Dieu des change- 
mens et des ameliorations considerables; tl contient maintenant 12 salles pour les 
hommes, et 11 pour les femmes, qui ont en tout 1260 lits. 
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THE HALLE AU BLE. OR CORN MARKET. 


Thu edifice, with the exception of the fine Doric pillar attached to its front w‘all, in 
entirely modem, having been erected in 1762, after the desigmi of Moxierca, for the sale 
of all kinda of corn. The pillar was erected in 1672 by the order of Catherine de 
Mcdicis, from deaigna by Bullant, in memory of Henry II. It is 96 feet high, having a 
fountain at the foot, and a large auii'^lial of curious conMtruction on the upper part of the 
shaft. On the top is a kind of observatory, surmounted by a paratonnere. 

The Hal] is an isolated circular building, 210 feet in its extreme diameter, sur- 
rounding a court entirely covered by a cupola of cast iron and copper, 120 feci in 
diameter. A series of arcades of the Tuscan order extend round the court and support 
vaulted granaries : the interior is lighted by a noble central window. The first cupola 
was of wood, and destroyed by fire in 1802. 

Wednesdays and Saturdays are the market days for grain, but flour is sold here 
e»ery day. 


THEATRE DES VARIETES. 

Tur Theatre des Varietes is a minor theatre, wholly devoted to representations of a 
burlesque description. There is considerable taste, however, exercised in the selection of 
the pieces, and the theatrical amateur will, generally, it is said, be gratified here. 

The front presents a range of four Doric, supporting four Ionic, columns, a gallery, 
and a trianguiar pediment : the whole has a remarkably light and elegant appearance. 
The vestibule of the ground floor leads, by two flights of stairs, to the saloon, which is 
tastefully decorated in green and gold, and opens by three largo windowe on the gallery 
m frotit. The house is nearly circular, measuring 42 feet in length by 36 in breadth. It 
wn» erected by Cellcricr in 1807, and is one of the piincipal ornaments of the Boulevard 
Montmartre. 
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HALLE AU BLE. 


Cet ^ifice, exceptc la belle colonne Dorique qui en oroe la facade, est de con- 
ttniction modeme, ayant bfiti en 1762, d’apr^s lea deasing de Mazi^res.

construction remarquable. Au sommet de la colonne est un obserratoire, surmotU6 d’ un 
paratonnerre.

Lc marchc aux grains se dent a la Halle les Mercredis et les Samedis, mais la farine 
t'y Tend tous les jours.

C’asT on p^tit thc&trc oil 1’ on donne oidinairement des pieces comiqoes, et c'est 
un de ceux oil T on s* amuse peut-etre le plus ^ Paris. 

La facade offre une rang^e dc quatrc colonnes Doriques, surmonUcs dc quatre de 
1* ordre Joniquc ainsi qn’ une galcric ct un fronton triangulaire, le tout produisaut un 
eflet fort agr^ablc k 1’ osil. Deux escaliers m^neot du rez-de-ebaussee au salon, peint 
en Terd et ome d’ or moulu, et qui a tr<as grandes feni-tres donnant sur la galerie. L* in- 
terieur de la salle est presque circulaire, ayant 42 pieds de longueur et 36 de largeur. 
Ce theatre a et6 hati par Cellerier, en 1807, ei est un des principaux oroemena du 
Boulevard Montmartre. 
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BIBLIOTHEQUE ROYALE, 


This Library is worthy of note for iu splendid contents rather than for iu archi> 
tecture, which is exceedingly plain and uninteresting. An archway leads into the court 
in which our view is taken, and which is about 500 feet in length, and 100 feet broad, 
in tJie centre is a lai^e 6gure of Diana, by Houden. 

Louis XL first collected any number of volumes worth calling a Royal Library ; to 
which Charles VIII., Louis XlL, Francis L, and Henry 11. , were liber^ contributors. 
The great Colbert added, it is said, 00,000 volumes to these stores; but to the reigns 
of Louis XIV., XV., and XVI., they are indebted for their principal acquisitions. 

The ground floor (to which strangers are not admitted) is devoted to new' publica- 
tions : on the first floor, which is ascended by a handsome staircase on the right of the 
great entrance, are galleries nearly 700 feet in extent, which contain upwards of 300,000 
printed volumes, and the cabinet of medals and antiquities. The visitor descends from 
these by the great staircase, and then ascends a smaller one to the Mazarine gallery, and 
the general repository of the MSS-and Engravings. The former are said to amount to 
100,000, of wiiich 30,000 relate to the History of France, and 25,000 are in foreign or 
the classical languages. Some of the most curious are shown in glass cases ; the 
Engravikgs consist of 5000 classed volumes. Here also are deposited some ver)’ early 
Paintings. On the ground floor is a room occupied by the celebrated Zodiac of 
Dendara. 

Students and foreigners can obtain access to these noble collections every day 
except Saturdays, Sundi^s, and fete-days, and during a vacation of six weeks in Sep- 
teml^r and October. To the public at large they are open only on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days from 10 o’clock until 2. 


HOTEL DES MONNAIES, OR, OF THE MINT. 

The 6rst stone of this noble building, the most magnificent ornament, perhaps, of 
the left bank of the Seine, was laid M^30, 1771, by the abbe Tcrray, Comptroller- 
Oetieral of the Finances to Louis XV. Tlio old Hotel of the Mint was situated in a 
street still called de la Monnaie, opposite the Pont Neuf. 

Its plan (furnished by Jacques Denis Antoine) comprises eight distinct courts, 
surrounds with buildings devoted to Coinage or to the administration of this department 
of the public service. The principal facade is 360 feet long, and eighty feet in height, pre- 
senting three stories, having eacn twenty-five openings for windows and doors. In the 
centre is a projecting building, pierced on the ground floor by five arcades, which are 
surmounted by six beautiful Ionic columns, an entablature and attic. Over the columns 
are detached emblematical figures by Pigale, Mouchi, and Lecompte, representing 
Peace, Commerce, Prudence, Law, Fortitude, and Abundance. The central arcade leads 
to the grand vestibule and staircase. 

The facade towards the Rue Guen^gaud is 340 feet in length, and of the same 
^neral height with the principal front. On a projecting building in its centre are 
hgures of tlie four elements Iw Dupre and Caffieri. 

The principal court is 1 10 feet in length Ijy 92 feet broad. It is surrounded by a 
gallery, and on one side is the Salle des Balanciers running the whole length of the 
court. Four Tuscan columns, and a statue of Fortune by Mouchi, adoni Utis apartment. 
On the right of this court is the entrance to the chapel, au elegant little building of the 
Ionic order. 
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BIBLIOTHEQUE ROYALE. 


Cette Biblioth^quc est retnarquaUe, plutut par ce qu* die contient que par sod 
arcliitecture, qui est simple et n* offrc aucun interOt. On entre par une graiida-porte dans 
lii cour, qui a cinq cents piecls de longueur et cent dc largeur; au mdieu de cclte cour 
est une figure Diane, sculpt^e en bronze. Louis XI. fut le premier qui consul 1’ idee de 
cette Bibliothequo Royale, ^ la qudle Charles Vlli., Louis XI L, Francis L, et Henri 
IL, contribuirreiit lib<lralement : le grand Colbert y ajouta, dit*on, 60,000 volumes, mais 
c' es*X surtout {>cndant les regnea de Louis XIV., de Louis XV., et de Louis XVL, qu’ elle 
s’ enrichit. 

Lcs b&tiinens du rez-de-chaussee, od les Strangers ne son! pas admis, contiennent 
les nouveauz ouvrages. Au premier etage, au quel on arrive par un bel escalier, sont des 
galeries de pres de 700 pieds de longueur qui contiennent 300,000 volumes, et le Cabinet 
des >U?daiUea. On descend de ces galeries par un grand escalier, et apres en avoir 
reinonte un autre, on entre duns la Gdenc Mazarin, qui contient tous les manuscripts et 
toutes les gravures. On dit que lo nombre des manuHcripts se monte k 100,000, dont 
30,0(K) ont rapport ^ I’ histoire de France, ct 26,000 soul ecrits dans les laiigues anciennes 
et etrangiferes : les plus intcressans sont reiifermes dans des viimges. Les gravures con- 
Histent de 5000 volumes classes, ct contcuant plusieurs pcintures anciennes. One des 
chambres au rez-dc>chHnssee contient le fameux zodiaque de Dendtira. 

Cet etablissemcnt est ouvert au public les Mardis et les Vendredis, depuis dix 
lieures jusqu’ a deux, mais lesetudiana et les Strangers y sont admis tous les Jours, excepti* 
les Satiiedis, les Dimanches, les jours de fiC tes, et petulant six seniaines dans les mois de 
S<*ptempre et Octobre. 


HOTEL DES MONNAIES. 

La premiere pierre de ce butiroent, qui est peut>6tre I' un des plus beaux ornemens 
dc la rive gauche de la Seine, a et^ pos^e Ic 30 de Mai 1771, par V abbe Terrai, Contro- 
leur general des Finance)^ de Louis XIV. L* ancien Hotel de la Monnaie etait situ^ 
dans une rue vis-^-vis du Pont-Neuf, et qu* on appelle encore de la monnaie. 

Lc plan, fourni par Jacques Denis Antoine, comprend huit coura s^par^es et en- 
tourues de biitimens qui servent aux travanx, et k I’ administration de cette brauche du 
service public. La facade prinetpale, qui a 360 pieds de longtieur et SO de hauteur, a 
trois etages dont chacun onre 26 ouvertures de portes ou de i'enitres. Au milieu est un 
batiment avance, percc au rez-de-chaussee dc trois arcade-s, sunnontees de six belles 
cotonnes loniqueif, d’ une entablement et d’ un etage .superieur. Au-dessiis des colonnes, 
sont des figures cmblcmatiques, par Pi^le, Mouchi, et Lecompte, repr^ntant la Puix, 
lu Commerce, la Prudence, la Loi, la Force, ct 1’ Abondance. L* arcade du centre con* 
duit au grand vestibule et k I’ escuUcr priucipal. 

La facade du cote de la rue Guenegaiid a 348 pieds de longueur, et est de la m^me 
hauteur que la facade principale. On voit au centre do cette fu^adi: les quatre eli^mens, 
8culpt6s par Dupre et Cafh^ri. 

La cour principale a 110 pieds de longueur, sur 92 de largeur. Ellc est entour^ 
d* une galerie, et d' un cdt4 est la Salle des Balanciers, de toutc la longueur de la cour: 
cette Salle est ome« de quatre colonnes Toscanes, et d’ une statue de la Fortune, par 
Mouchi. A droite, dans la cour, est 1* entree de la cha|>elie, qui est un joii petit bati* 
ment, de V ordre lonique. 
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MONlIME^TS OF MASSENA. LEFEBVRE, &c.,* PERE LA 
CHAISE. 

Massbna and Lefvbvro vrere among the bravest and ablest of the Imperial generals. 

The former had seen fourteen years’ service in the army before the Revolution, and 
we find him a general of division of high character in 1793. He was with ^'apoleon 
in all bis celebrated Italian campaigns; was selected by him to take to Paris the ratifica- 
tion of the Peace with Austria ; and made governor of Rome, where be ia accused of 
having acted with great rapacity. During Buonaparte’s absence in Hgypt, he was coro- 
Diander-in-chief in Italy, and, being afterwards commisHiontd to bold (lenca, was com- 
pelled tn surrender it to the enemy. We now hear no more of him until \tV5, when he 
forced the passage of the Adige in the presence of a superior force, and afterwards 
attacked and routed the whole Austrian line strongly posted near C'aidiero. His name 
is subsequently and most honorably connected with the battles of Kylan, Pfaffenhsm, 
Landshut, and Eckmul ; and particularly with the defence of the villages of Asperne and 
Kssling, from the latter of which ho took in 1809 the title of ** Prince.” Napoleon called 
him at this lime ** his right arm.** In 1810 he compelled the British, under 'VVclliugton, 
to retire through Spain to Tones Vedraa«but in the beginning of the following year was 
only able to exhibit his skill in a masterly letreat through the Peninsula, anrf Buona- 
parte, being dissatisfied, did not afterwards employ him. 

By Louis XVIll., though be confirmed him in his rank, Mas$ena thought himself 
neglected ; he therefore rejoined the Imperial standard during the Hundred Days, but 
acted indecisively: on the Second Restoration he retired wholly from public life, and 
died rich, April 4, 1817. 

Lbfebvrb’s career was also long and bnlliant. He was a veteran-sergeant at the 
opening of the Revolution, a general of division at the close of 1793, and fought braveiv 
under Picbegru, Moreau, Hoche, and Jeurdan, sustaining alone, at Stockbach, the attack 
of 36,000 men with 8000. On this occasion he was severely wounded. 

When, on the 18th Brumaire, the other leaders of the Revolution were paialyard 
by the opposition they encountered, this gereial entered the Council of Five Hun- 
dred at the head of a file of grenadiers, and by rescuing the President, Lucian Buona- 
parte, gave a decisive turn to the events of the day. Napoleon seems never to have 
forgotten this service. 

Lefebvrc was distinguished in ell the campaigns with Russia in 1806, and in 1807 
invested and took Dantzic, sustaining in person several assaults of the enemy. Ruonap 
parte now created him Duke of Dantzic. In 1809 he successfully defended the passes 
of the Tyrol, and was subsequently engaged at Ihaun, Aberaberg, and Eckmul. In the 
disastrous Russian campaign he commanded the Imperial Guard. 

Louis XVlIl. created him a peer of France, but he rejoined his old master’s standord 
in 1816. This however was graciously pardoned on the Second Restoration, and the 
marshal died in peace and with a high cliaracter for disinterestedness, StpUmber 1820. 


CHURCH OF ST. PHIUP DU ROULE. 

There is a charming simplicity about this church, which is wholly modern ; havirg 
lean begun in the vear 1769, after the designs of Chalgtin, and finished in 1784. 

It is considered one of the best modern irunscripts of the ancient Christian basilica. 
The portico is formed by four Doric columns, supporting a pediment: in the interior six 
Ionic pillars separate the nave (36 feet in breadth) from the aisles, which are 18 feet 
wide. The whole breadth of the church is 76 feet, and the length from llie columns of the 
portico to the altar about double: the altar is insulated, after the Roman manner, and at 
the extremities of the aisles are the two chapels of the Virgin and St Philip. In 1802 
this churcli was constituted a second $vccursale, or chapel of ease, to the parish of la 
Madeline or Assumption. 
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MONUMENS DE MASSENA, LEFEBVRE, &c., AU PERE 
LA CHAISE. 

MasMna et Lcfebvre ont, par leur coura^ et leur talent, obtena une reputation 
<lislingu6« panni les gen^raux de Buonaparte. 

Le premier avail d6je servi ^uatorze ans ii I’ epoque de la Revolution, et il s* etait 
fait unc reputation comme general de division, en 1793. II accompagna, dans 
toutcs »cs compagnea d’ Italie, Napoleon qui le chai^ea do )X>rter h Paris la ratification 
du traitu de paix avec I’ Autriche, et qui le numma ensuitc gouvomcur de Rome, od on 
r accuse d’ avoir agi avec beaucoup de rapacitc. Buonaparte en partant pour T Rgypte, 
r avant nomme commandant cn chef de T Italic, et lui ayant enauite confix udne», il ee vit 
oblige de c^er cette place a 1* ennemi. En 1805, il for<^a le passage de 1' Adige, d^fendu par 
une arm^ plus nombreusc que la sienne ; et attaqua et di'fit toute la ligne Autrichienne 

3 ui etait avantagiruscmeut plac^ pr^a de Caldiero. Il se distingua aussi aux batailles 
' Eylau, do PfaHunham de Landsnut, et d' Eckmul, et surtout en defendant les villages 
d* Aspemc ct d’ ICssling. C‘ esl de ce dernier qu’ il obtint, en 1809, le titre de prince. 
Napoleon I* appelait d cette epoque n**wuiin aroite*' En 1810, il for^ les troupes 
angiaises, commandoes par Wellington, a traverser 1’ Espagne ct d se retirer ill Torres Ve- 
dras,mais au commencement dc I* anii^ suivante, il ue put faire preuve de son talent qu’ 
eneffectuant une belle retraitc hors de U P^mnsulc,ct Buonaparte qui en fut m^content 
ne se servit plus de ce general. Quoique Louis XVIII. ne le priva pas de ses dignit^s, 
Mass^na cnii avoir k s"en ploindre, et rejoignit 1' etendard imperial pendant les Cent 
Jours. Lorsque les Bourbons remont^rent sur le trone pour la seconde fois, ii renon^a 
aux afiaires publiques, ct niourut le 4 Avrii, 1817. 

La carri^re de Lefebvre ne fut ni moins longue ni moins brillante que celle de Ma«- 
sena. 11 etait sergent au commencement de la Revolution ; General de Division, ii la fin 
de 1793, et combattit bravement sous Picliegru, Moreau, Hocke, et Jourden, soutenant & 
Stockback, avec sculement 8000 homines, 1’ attaque d* une ariu6o de 36,000. Il fut 
sev^rement bless^ k cette batailie. 

Lorsqu’ au 18 Brumairc tons les autres chefit de la Revolution paraissaient ne pou- 
voir resister aux etforts qu* on leur opposait, ce fut Lefebvre qui se presenta au Conseil 
des Cinq Cents, avec un peloton de grenadiers, et qui en secourant le President, Lucicn 
Buonaparte, changea le cours dcs evenemens de cette journee. Napoleon parait n* avoir 
jamai« oublie ce service. Lefebvre se distingua dans toutes les compagnes de la Russie, 
en 18Uo, et cn 1807 il prit Dantzick, apr^s s* 5tre expose en personne aux attaques 
d^sesp^rees de V ennemi. Buonaparte Je cr(» ulors Due de Dantzick. En 1809 il 
defendit avec suce^s les passes du Tyrol, et prit ensuite part k des engi^emens A 
Thaun, k Abersberg, et k Eckmul. C’est lui qui commandait la Garde Imperiale lorsde 
la malhcureuse campagne en Russic. 

Louis XVI IL le nommaimir de France, mais il rejoignit les dtendords de son ancien 
maitre, en 1815. Cet acte lui fut pardonn6 lors de la seconde restauration, et apr^s 
avoir rempli tous ses emplois avec le plus grand dcsinteressement, le Mar(:cbal mourut 
au mois de Septerabre, 1820. 

EGLISE DE ST. PHILIPPE DU ROULE. 

CcT edifice ofTre un beau modele de simplicity. EUc est de construction moderne, 
ayant 6te commencte en 1769, ct tenninee en 1784, d' aprAs les dcssins de Chalgrin. 
On la regarde comme I* unc des lueilleurs imitations de 1* ancienno basilique chretienne. 
Le porene est forme de quatre colonnes doriques qui sontiennent un fronton : dans 
V interieur, six piliers de V ordre ionique separent lanef,qui atrentesept piedsde largeur, 
desailesqui en out dix-huii. L’egliseaen longueur, depuis les colonnes du porche jusou* 
a r autci i peuprfes 152 pieds, et en largeur 76. L autel est isole, comme dans les 
temples remains, et au bout des ailes sont les deux chapelles de la V’ierge et de St. 
Philippe. En 1^2 cette eglise devint succursale de la paroisse de la Madeleine ou de 
r Assoraption. 
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PLACE LOUIS XVI. 


This ‘n, in fact, the noble octagonal area so well known, until of late, aa the Place 
LouU XV., and which we have already deachbed under that name. 

The decree of Charles X., which recently ordered that a statue to the memory of 
hU unfortunate predecessor should adorn the centre of this place, also ordained that its 
name should be changed from that of Place Louis XV. to Place Louis XVI. 


CASCADE OF ST. CLOUD. 

Ths Cascade of St. Cloud is generally considered the most attractive object of the 
palace and grounds. It is divided into the Haute, or the Upper, and the or 

Lower CMcade. The former, decorated at top by figures of a river god and naiad, un« 
derstood to represent the Seine and the Marne, is 108 feet wide and the same in height. 
Its waters are received into a great central shell, whence nine distinct sheets of water 
flow downward in many fanciful forms. One of the jets of the cascade rises to the 
height of 97 feet, and the whole works require 3700 hogsheads of water to keep them 
in play. r ~ " 

An intell^^t modem visitant observes that, while Versailles most be admitted to 
possess the greater splendour, ** St Cloud has the advantage '* of that distinguished re- 
sidence ** in point of situation,** and ^ Le Notre has ably taken advantage of the natural 
inequalities of the ground, to produce on every side an agreeable variety of terraces, 
avenues, and shady groves, admitting from various points pleasing views of the surround- 
ing country, and of the palace with itsfantastic fountains and richly ornamented gardens."

**Tont en convenant,^ dit un voyageur modeme, “ que Versailles a plus de magui- 
fence, il faut arouer que St. Cloud 1' emporte sous le rapport de I' emplacement, et Le 
Notre a su profiler des avanUges qu’ ofTraient les iu^galit^ du terrain, pour produire de 
tons efiths des terraces, des avenues et des bosquets d’ un aspect difT&rent, et d' od 1’ on 
aper^it tantdt le palais et see jardins, tantot les campagnss dloigndes qui ofirent d 1' ceil 
un spectacle agrdable." 
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CANAL DE L* OCRCQ. 


This is one of the public improvements for which Paris is indebted to Napoleoiu 
It originated, however, with the scientific Bmll^e; who so far back as 1785 presented a 
project to the Academy for conducting the waters of the Beuvronne to Paris by means 
of a canal. In 1799, having previously obtained the sanction of the public authorities, 
he relinquished his undertaking in favor of Messrs. Solagc and Bossu ; who, in their 
turn, were induced by the First Consul to transfer the scheme to government. 

The work was commenced in 1802, and continued with so much diligence that in 
three years the principal basin had been formed nearVelette, and was opened with great 
ceremony by the minister of the interior. 

The canal commences at the Ourcq, from which it derives its name, about 24 
leagues from Paris, receiving in ita course the Grisette, the May, the Therouanne and 
the Beuvronne ; and passing Marceuil, Estampes, Lizy, Grisy, Mcaux, Villemoie, Char* 
matre, Claye, and Sevran. It terminates in the basin of La Valette. 


MENAGERIE, JARDIN DES PLANTES. 

The Menagerie is a distinguished portion of the Jardin dea Plantes, an establish* 
ment including within its boundaries the finest known coUectioo of the various produc* 
rions of nature. 

Coming from the hill in the higher part of the garden, and returning toward iht 
enclosures near the entrance, the Menagerie presents itself on the right It has very 
gradually attained its present size and accommodations. A menagerie was at first 
established here in 1794 to receive the animals and other natural curiosities collected by 
the royal family at VersdUca : shortly after M. Lacepede was appointed to the zoological ^ 
chair ; but funds for the successful cultivation of the establishment were long wanting. 
During the Consulate the collections began to be made with spirit; in 1800 several 
valuable animals were purchased in London; and successive voyages of discovery have 
added many thousands of admirable specimens since. In 1806 the illustrious Cuvier 
became keeper of the animals, and the menagerie may be said to have been flourishing 
in the highest honor from tliat period. 
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CANAL DE L’ OURCQ. 


Cb canal aat un dot aranlagcs que Paris doit k Napoleon. Cc fut cependant le

MENAGERIE DU JARDIN DES PLANTES. 

Lb Jardin des plantes renferme dans son enceinte une collection magnifique de 
diff&rentes productions de la nature, et la M6oagehe n’ en est pas la partie la moins 
distinguee. 

En descendant de la partie la pins 41ev6e du jardin, et en s' approachant de 
I’ entr^, la M6nagerie se pr^sente k droite. Ce n' est que par degres qu* elle cat 
parrenue du son ^tat actnel. On f^tablit cette menagerie, en 1794, pour y placer lef^ 
animaux et les autres cuhosit^s naturelles que la famille royale avail rassembl6es k 
Versailles. Pen de temps aph^s, M. de Lac^p^de fut nomm5 professeur de zool(^e, mais le 
manque de fonds nuisit long temps aux progr^s de cet etablissement. Pendant le consulat 
la collection s' augmenta rapidement ; en 1800 on acbeta k Londres plusieurs animaux 
d’ unc grande valeur, et des voyageurs distingu^s y ont ajout5 des milliers d' objets k la 
fois curieux et inUrcssans. En 1805 le c^ebre Cuvier fut nomme garde des animaux et 
depuis cette ^poque 1’ Etablissement a EtE dans une situation florissante.

The Conciergerie an anci<;nt prison, having been used as such ever since the 
Palais de Justice was a royal residence. It is entered from the court of that palace, by 
a dark vestibule, shown in tlic plate, entitled L* Entree de la Prison de la Conciergerie. 
tlpon this vestibule the grejfe^ as it is called, opens, the jailor's apartments, and a long 
gallery leading to vanous cells. The buildings are in ^neial repair, and the dis> 
thbution of the various apartments is as commodious as can w expects in so confined a 
situation. It is principally used as a place of temporary confinement for prisoners 
awaiting the final sentence of the law. 

In the year 1391 some of the refractory inhabitants of Nevers were confined here 
by the bishop of that diocese ; and early in the following eentury the constable of France 
and the bishop of Constance were murdered in these ilreary abodes : long after they 
were distinguished for the depth of the dungeons attached, and for their wretched ma- 
nagement. 

On the 2nd and 3rd of September, 1792, two hundred and thirty-nine victims of re- 
volutionary fury were maasacred here: and it was to this prison that the unfortunate 
Marie Antoinette was consigned for the last two mouths and a half of her life. A room 
is also shown at the end of the long gallery, in which the princess Elizabeth, the sister 
of Louis XVI., was confined ; and otliers which receivea the infamous Robes]>ierre, 
Condorcet, Malasherlies, Lavoisier, and Lavalette. 

The apartment occu|Med by the late queen of France has been, since the Kestoration, 
transformed into an expiatory chapel to her memory, seen behind the altar of the general 
chapel of the prison. Vide the plate entitled Chapelle de la Prison de la Conciergerie. 
The altar bears the following inscription, which has been ascribed to Louis XVill :»

There are also tablets here, adorned with the medallions of Louis XVI. and the 
princess Elizabeth. Where the queen’s bed stood is placed a picture, by Simon, of tlie 
queen at her devotions ; and opposite to this another by Pajou, representing the separa- 
Uon of the royal family in the Temple. Nor must we forget a third, still more beauti- 
fully executed, by Drolling, in which the unhappy priocesa is seen receiving the last 
communion, by stealth, assisted by M. Mangin, the late curate of St Germain 
1’ Auxerrois, who introduced himself into the prison disguised as a gens d’arme. 
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CHAPELLE DE LA PRISON DE LA CONCIERGERIE, ET 
ENTREE DE LA PRISON.

La Concivrgcric sert principalement aux chmineU qui viennent y attendre le 
moment de leur execution. 

Ell 1391, quelques uns des habitans de Nevers furenl renferm^a dans cette prison 
par r evdque de ce diocese; et au commencement du si^le suivaut le conn^table de 
r ranee ct r <^v^uc de Constance furent assaseincs dans ces tristes demeures. 

Le *2 ct le 3 Septembre, 1792. deux cent trente victimes de la Revolution furent inas> 
saerces u la Conciergerie ; et c’ est dans cette prison que Marie Antoinette passa les 
deux-derniers mois de sa vie. On y montre aussi les cnambres qu’ occup^rent la prin- 
ce&se Elisabeth, soeur de Louis XVl., 1* infamo Robespierre, Condorect. Malesherbes, 
Lavoisier, et Lavalette. 

L’ appartement qu* occupaii la reine de France et^ transform^ depuis la restoration 
en une chapclle expiatoire, derrii^re 1’ autel de la grande chtipelle de la prison. On vmt 
sur r autel 1' inscription suivaute, qui a 6te attribute h Louis XVllI.

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THE BRIDGE OF AUSTERLITZ. 

The quiet river scenery of this plate will remind our Eugli^ readers of some views 
of the Thames presented in the neighbourhood of the British metropolis, and particularly 
of one just above Vauxhall. There is indeed a striking ^milaiity in the light and 
elegant character of the Pont d* Austerlitz and that of Vauxhall Bridge. Both are also 
models of that great modern improvement in aquatic architecture, the cast iron bridge. 
We have in a former part of this work noticed the dimensions and history of the 
French edihee. 


THE THEATRE FEYDEAU. 

This theatre w'as first opened by the name of Theatre de Monsieur, on the 6th of 
January, 1791, w'ith the opera Le Nozze di Dorioa. In all the subsequent changes of 
iU name and masters it has presened its general character as a favourite Opc^ra house. 
During the Kevolution it was known as the Theatre de V Opera Comique National, but 
the designation of Theatre Feydeau (from the Rue Feydeau in which it stands) is that 
by which it has been most commonly known. 

The edifice is quadrangular, and is best seen in the oblique direction of the View given 
in our plate ; but the surrounding houses greatly obscure it It displays, however, con- 
siderable ingenuity in the adaptation of the style of the temple of Minerva Polias to 
such a spot 

The intenor is nearly circular and amphiibeatrical ; its diameter at the pit is 48 
feet, at the upper lioxes 77 feet Over the former impends the premure galerie^ behind 
which appear twenty-eight Corinthian columns, sup|)orting an entablature and a second 
gallery. At the back of this are thirty-two Conipoe»ite columns, surmounted by a 
third entablature and gallery, and a range of small lunetta boxes. There are also two 
tiers of boxes between the first range of columns, and another in the intercohimniations 
of the second range. The w hole of the decorations arc superb ; and great and succos.s- 
ful pains have been taken to render this theatre in every part sonorous and well adapted 
to music. 
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LE PONT D’ AUSTERLITZ.

LE THiiATRE FEYDEAU. 

L* onverture de ce theatre eut lieu le 6 Janvier, 1791. On le nomma alors Theatre 
de Sfomieur, et la premiere piijcc qu* on y donna fut V op^ra des Nozze di Dorina. Au 
milieu de tous les ebangemens qu' il a subis .depuia, il a toujuuni conserve sa popularite. 
Pendant la Revolution, on lui douiuk le uom de Theatre de V Op^a comique national, 
mais il cst maintenant plus connu par celui de Theatre Feydeau, qu* il a obtenu de la 
Rue Feydeau, ou il est situ^. 

L* odihee, qui a la forme d’ un quadrangle, se voit le mieux dans la direction 
oblique de notre gravure, quoiqu* ofi'usque par les maisons qui V entourent : on s* est 
servi avec succiHs, pour surmonter cet obstacle, du style d* architecture du temple de 
Minerve Polias. 

L* inlerieur est b4ti eii amphitheatre et presque circulaire. Le parterre a 40 
pieds de diametre, et les loges sup6heures, 77. Au-desaus se voit la premiere gelerie, 
au-devant de la quelle sont 28 colonncs dc Y ordre Corinthien, qui soutiennent un 
entablement et unc seconde galerie. Derri^re cello>ci sont 32 colonoes de T ordre Com* 
posite, surmontees d' un troisi^mc entablement, d’ une galerie et d' une rangee de petites 
loges. 11 y a aussi deux rangs de loges entre la premiere rangee de colonnes, et une 
autre dans les entrecolonnemons de la seconde rangee. Toutes les decorations sont 
Buperbes, ct r on ti’ a rien epogne pour que la musique soit entendue 6galement dans 
toutes les parties du th6atre. 
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PARIS FROM THE BRIDGE OF AUSTERLITZ. 

This is the view of Paris with which we are presented on the Pont d’ Austerlitz, 
as it is popularly called. The bridge seen in the middle of the plate is that of Tour- 
nelle, a substantial erection of stone, built by the city of Paris about the year lb56. 
Above it rise the towers of Notre Dame ; and on the right are the isle of St. Louis, and 
its extensive quays. 


PLACE ROYALE. 

The Place Royale was projected by Henry IV., and one of the four udes built at his 
own expense. The other three sides being sold to individuals, on condition of tlieir con- 
formity to the royal plan, were completed in 1612, when Mary de Medicis gave a magni- 
ficent fete here, in commemoration of the alliance Just concluded between France and 
Spain. 

On the site of this Place stood the ancient Palais des Toumelles, distinguished by 
two memorable royal accidents. In 1392 Charles VI., being attired in masquerade as a 
savage, was nearly burnt to death by a torch earned by the duke d’ Orleans: four of the 
noblemen attending are said to have sacrificed their lives in endeavouring to extinguish 
the flames. Henry 11. in 1559 was actually slain here, the lance of count de Montmo- 
rency liaving entered his eye at a tournament. On his death, eleven days after, the 
queen abandoned the palace, and gave orders for its destruction. 

The present Place is 432 feet square, and contains 39 uniform pavilions of brick and 
Slone, each three stones high, and having arches on the ground floor, which form a co- 
vered gallery that runs round the square. An equestrian statue of Louis Xlll. adorned 
the centre until 1792, when it was destroyed by the Revolutionists, and a fountain sub- 
stituted in its place. As a specimen of the legends which were frequently attached to 
such statues, we may give the following portion of that which was inscribed on the side 
facing the city.

The two rows of trees which now surround the Place have been planted there 
of late years ; while it was the Place des Vosges of tlie Revolution.

Lcs trois autres cdtes ayaiil ^tc veiidus ^ des particuliers, ^ condition qu’ils 
ae confarTnoraient au module qu* avait donne le roi, fiircnt termincs en 1612, quand Marie 
de Medicis y donna unc fete magnifique, en bonneur de P alliance quj venait de sc 
former entre la France et 1’ Espgne, 

C’est 6ur r emplacement qu* occup la Place Royale, qu* etait autrefois T ancien 
Palais des Toumellcs, devenu' incmorables pr deux acciilens. En 1392, Charles VI. 
etant h une mascaradc, habilM en sauvage. ful presque brul^ vif, une torche que portait 
le Due d* Orli^ns. ayant mis le feu ^ ses babiu. On dit que quatre des nobles qui 
etaient aupr^s du roi, prdireiit la vie en tuchant de sauver la sienne. En 1559, Henri 
II. fut tuo au chateau des Toumelles dans uu tournoi, la lance du comte de Montmorency 
lui ayant entre dans 1’ mil. Lors de sa mort, qui eut lien onze jours apres, la reine quitta 
cc palais et en ordonna la demolition. 

La Place Royale a exactement 432 pieds carr^ el contient 39 pvilions unifonues, 
b&tis €U brique et cn pierre. Chacun de ces pvilions a trois Stages, et dcs arches au 
rcz-de*cbauKs6e qui forment une galerie outour de la place. Unc statue e<(ue8tre de 
Louis XIII. ornait Ic centre de la Place Royale: lcs revolutioni.stes la d^truUirent en 
1792, et mirent une fontaim* a sa place. Nous donnons ci-dessous, comme specimen 
de cette espece de po^sie, quelqucs lignes dc celle qu’ on avait inscrlte au bas de cette 
statue, du cot^ dc la cite.

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BARRIERE ST. DENIS. 


The tour of the bouvelardg and barhers of Paris will fumiiih the visitant of this 
metropolis with not a few objects of architectural interest. The onginal commission 
^ren to Ledoux, the architeett by M. Calonne empower^ him to erect sixty of these 
edifices; and, as he was restricted only by bis own taste, he of course indulged it There 
are at tlic present period, we believe, fifty-five barriers standing: the Boavelard Exterieur 
surrounding the whole is a noble carriage drive (planted on each side with trees) which 
was not finished until 1814. 

The Barriere St Denis is one of those which adorn the northern extremity of the 
city, and is situated between the Barriere de la Poissonniere and the ^rrierc des V'ertus. 


COUR ROYALE, HOTEL DES INVALIDES. 

This is considered a chef d' ceuvre of the architecture of L. Bruant. It is 312 
feet long by 192 broad, and snrrounded by open porticoes, formed by arcades, with pro- 
jections at the angles and in the centres of the sides. Above several of these projections 
are some fine groups of horses. 

The projection at the bottom of the court conducts to the chapel of the Hotel, 
seen in the centre of the plate, and is decorated with Ionic, surmounted by Corinthian 
columns ; the whole crowned by a pediment This is a much broader projection than 
the others, and serves as a vestibule to the church and the two grand staircases. 

Near the middle of the lateral porticoes are vestibules leading in front to the kitchens, 
and right and left to large refectories, lighted from four distinct courts : beyond these, 
and parallel with the church, are galleries which contain the bakehouse, the infirmary, 
and other useful offices of the Hotel. , 
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BARRIERE ST. DENIS. 


Unk promenade lur lea Boulevards ct aux Barrieres de Paris, offre aux Stranger* 
plusieura objeta int^ressans sons le rapport de leur architecture.

COUR ROYALE, HOTEL DES INVALIDES 

On regarde cette cour comme un chef d' couvre do T architecte L. Bmant £lle a 
312 pieds de longueur aur 192 de largeur, et est entour^ de porches formas par des 
arcades qui ont des cutes de coupes aux angles et aux centres des cotes. Au-dessus de 
plusieura de ces cutes de coupe se voient de beaux groupes de chevaux. La saillie au 
fond de la cour conduit it la cbapelle de V Hotel, qui ost represent^ au milieu de iiotre 
planche, et est om^e dc colonnes loniques, au-dcssus des quelles s’ en trouveut d’ autres, 
de 1* otdre Corinthien, le tout surmonU* d’ un fronton. Cette saillie est beaucoup plu!^ 
considerable que les autres, et sert de restibule k T bglise et aux deux grands escaliers. 

Pr^s du milieu des deux porches latcraux sont des vestibules qui conduisent, Tis*i-rig 
aux cuisines, et k droitc et it gauche k dix grands refectoires, dont la vue dotinc duns 
quatre cours diderentes } au»dcl^ de ces cours, et pnrallcles ik 1’ ^glise, sont des galcries 
qui contiennent la boulangerie, T infirmerie et les autres offices de 1* Hotel. 
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PONT DE JENA. 


Tins has aUo been denominated the Pont de 1’ Ecole Militairei and the dispute 
with regard to its present name is well known to have endangered the existence of the 
bridge, on the second occupation of Pans by the allied armies. The boisterous Dlucher, 
indignant at finding this permanent memorial of the humiliation of his country, gave 
orders for it to be blown up, and powder is said to have been placed under it for that 
purpose by his troops ; when the prompt interference of the other allied commanders, 
and particularly of the Duke of Wellington, prevented the outrage. 

The Pont dc Jena is situated opposite the Champ de Mars, and is a handsome stone 
bridge of 6ve arches, each having a span of eighty feet two inches. It is 467 feet in 
length and 45 feet broad. It was begun in 1806 from the designs of Lamaiide, ami 
huisbcd in 1813. 


COUR DU CHATEAU DE ST. GERMAIN. 

Tub road from Paris to St Germain^iHLaie o0ers many points of interest to the 
traveller. Passing through the Champs Elysees, we reach the Barrierc and then the 
bridge of NeuiUy, whence appears, on an eminence to the right, the picturesque village 
of Courbevoie : further on is Colombes, remarkable chiefly as the residence of Henrietta, 
wife of Charles I. of England. She died here in 1669. The next villaga is Nanterre, 
about two leagues and a quarter from Paris, and one of its most ancient neighbours. 
Here St. Genevieve, the patroness of the metropolis, is said to hare been bom in the fifth 
century. Close by is Ruel, distinguished by its superb barracks, erected by Louis XV., 
and occupied by the Russians as a military hospital in 1814. The church is a superior 
edifice of the 16th century ; and not far distant the chateau of cardinal Richelieu is to 
be seen. Malmaison now presents its fine grounds, and is succeeded by Marly and its 
celebrated aqueduct ; the road from the former winding along the left bank of the Seine 
until it roaches the town of St. Germain. Marly and its neighbourhood aflbrd many 
delightful views of the environs of Paris. 

We have already adverted to the history of the Chateau .de St. Germain. The seat 
of an Engliah court and cabinet for the last ten years of the 17th century, it has never 
since been a favorite residence of the French monarchs ; was almost abandoned in the 
reigns of Louis XV. and XVI., and converted, during the Revolution, into barnuAs. 
The ancient court shown in the plate is in the best style of the period of Francis 1. and 
Henry IV., to whom this palace owes its chief buildings. 
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PONT DE JENA.

COUR DU CHATEAU DE ST. GERMAIN. 

L \ route de Paris a St. Gerraain-en-Laie est loin de manquer d’ inter^t pour le voy- 
ageur. £n traveraant les Champa>Ely86es, on arrived la barri^re et au pont de Neuilly, 
d* oil 1* on aper^oit sur une hauteur, k droiie, le charmant village de Courbevoie ; un pen 
plus loin se trouve Ccdoinl>es, od demeurait autrefois Henrictte, veuve de Charles I. roi 
d’ Angleterre; elle y mourut cn 1669. Le village au quel on arrive ensuite, est celui de 
Nanterru, 1' un des plus anciens qui environnent Pahs, dont il eat ft' cat qu' k deux 
iieues et un quart: c’ est tci que naquit, dit-on, au cinquieme sidcle, St. G^nevidve, 
j>atroiiDe de Pahs. Prds de Nanterre est Ruel, remarquable pour set belles barraques, 
erigees par Louis XV. et dont les Russes hrent un hdpttal militaire, en 1814. L* ^glise 
de Rue) est un bel edifice du seizidme sidcle, et non loin de la se voit le chateau 
du cardinal de Richelieu. Apres avoir passe Malmaison et sea belles terres, on approebe 
de Marly et de son fameux aqucduc. La route de Malmaison suit la hve gauche de la 
Seine, jus qu’ a la ville de St. Germain. Marly et son voisinage ofire plusieurs perspec- 
tives charmantes des environs de Pahs. Nous avons d^jd parl6 de 1* histoire do chateau 
dc Su Germain. Apr^s avoir 6t^ pendant les dix demi^res ann^es du dix-aepti^me 
sii^cle le siege d’ une courct d' un cabinet anglais, St. Germain ne fut janaais au oom- 
bre des demeurea favorites dea monarques frau^is.

MOxVUMENS, PERE LA CHAISE. 


Wb fear b«m^ todious! to some of our readers on the subject of thi.s cemetery; 
but the following lively sketch of iU pretensions by an English traveller, who has 
recently visited the spot, may appropriately accompany the monuments of this plate. 

What Englishman has not seen the cemetery of Pere la Chaise ? what Englishman 
will undertake either to condemn or entirely a]>prove it, unless he could enter com- 
pletely into the minds of the French themselves ? The approach to it (a iitllc way Oiit 
of Paris) is literally 'garlanded with flowers.* You imagine yourself in the neigii- 
bourhood of a wedding, a fair, or some holiday festival. Women are sitting by the 
road side or at their own doors, making chaplets of a sort of yellow flowers, which are 
gathered in the Adds, baked, and will then last a French * for ever.* They have taken 
‘ the lean nbhoned monster’ death, and strewed him o’er and o'er with sweets; they have 
made the grave a garden, a flower bed, where all Paris repose, the rich and the poor, 
the mean and the mighty ; gay and laughing, and putting on a fair outside, as in their 
lifetime. Death here seems life’s play-tellow, and Grief and smiling Content sit at one 
tomb together. Roses grow out of the clayey ground; there is the urn for teaiw, the 
slender cross for faith to twine round; the neat marble monument, and the painted 
wreaths thrown upon it, to freshen memory and mark the hand of friendship. No 
* black and melancholy yew * here darkens the scene, and adds a studied gloom to it — ^no 
ugly death’s heads or carved skeletons shock Uie sighL” He afterwards adds, more 
gravely— “ To meet sad thoughts and overpower or allay them by other* lofty and 
tender ones is right ; but to shun them altc^ether, to aflect mirth in the midst of sighing, 
and divert the pangs of inward misfortune by something to catch the eye and tickle the 
sense, is what the English do not sympalhiie with,** [A shrewd F'reuchinan j>erhaj)s 
may ask, how then do they so often consult their wine cellars in Uieir griefs] '' It is on 
advantage the French have over us.**

Lcs femmes assises a leur porte, fonuent 
des garlandes des Heurs cueiliies dans ies champs, et qui apr^s avoir et^ mises dans un 
four, devieiinenl * immortelles.* Lcs Fran^ais en s' emparaiit du doniaine de la mort, 
onl cache sous Ies fleurs sa forme pale et hideuse ; iU out fait du tombeau un parterre, oil 
tout Paris, les riches et les pauvres, les grands et les petits, vienneut se repo&cr, comme 
sur uu lit de roses.

Notre voyageur ajoute ensuite : ** il est juste, il est 
convcnable de chercher a dissiper lea id^es affligeantes de la mort, par des pensees & la 
fois douces et consolantus, maiK il repugne a notre caracti^re de feindre la gaiete, oil il est 
naturel de verser des pleurs, et de faire illusion 4 une donleur naturelle en affichant un 
sentiment contraire/* Peult’lre que si V on adressait ce reproche a un Francois, iJ 
pourrait nous accuser de chercher des moyens aussi peu convenables, et de trouver dans 
les plaisini dc la table les consolations que lui procurent Ic petit 6talage de douleur que 
nous lui rcprochuns, et dans cc cas nous ne savons trop ce que nous pourrions r^pondre 
a une telle accusation. 


MARCHli AUX FLEURS ET AUX ARBUSTES. 

Ce joli parterre occupe toute 1’ etendue du quai Deasaix, et fait preuve, surtout les 
jours de luarche, du gout dea Fran^ais pour les fleurs. Ce marche est ome de deux 
rmngecs d’ arbres ainsi que de deux fontaines principales, et on Ic regaide comne fort 
superieur a son rival Anglais, Covent Garden.

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POMPE A FEU, PASSY, 


There is nothing in this building or iU U'^eful purposes to discriminate it from 
many others : but its romantic site has induced us to insert this view of it ; and a walk 
to tlie delightful village in which it stands (a short league from the middle of Paris) 
will always repay the traveller. 

Occupying an eminence on the banks of the Seine, Passy has the natural attractions 
of extensive and diversified scenery, and some celebrated mineral waters; it affords sonre 
of the best views of Paris, and was the favorite residence of Dr. Franklin at the period 
when he negociated the treaty of alliance between France and the United States of 
America. A street and barrier leading to it are called by his name. Here also died the 
abb^ Raynal in 1796. On the side opposite to the capital is the Bois de Boulogne, the 
general resort of the Parisian duellists, and occupied in 1815 by the camp of the Duke 
of Wellington. 


DONJON DU CHATEAU VINCENNES. ^ 

Tub Donjon is the loftiest of the towers of this fine old chateau, nine in uumber, ' 
and surrounding a parallelogram defended by a'wall and deep ditches. This tower is 
&aid to have been constructed in 1337, by direction of Philip of Valois, on the foundatioo 
of a still more ancient edifice. 

The wood or park of Vincennes was first enclosed by Philippe Auguste, in 1163, to 
receive a number of animals presented to him by the king of England. It is now regu- 
larly planted in long walks ; and on the grand parade cannon are proved by tbe govern- 
ment. 

The chateau (to whose history wo have already adverted) is used both as an occu- 
teional state prison and as a depot of artillery and ammunition, which a strong militar) 
force has in charge. The magnificent gallery was erected by Mary de Medicis, queen of 
Louis XIII., who was much attached to Vincennes. The two large buildings to the south 
of it were begun by that princess, and finished by Louis XIV. The cliapel contains an 
expiatory monument to the unfortunate duke D* Enghetn, having a long Latin inscrip- 
tion from the pen of Louis XV^III. 



POMPE A FEU. PASSY.

DONJON DU CHATEAU DE VINCENNES. 

On donne ce nom h la plus haute des tours de ce beau et antique chateau. Elies 
Bont au nombre de sept, et entourent un parallclograme dont un mur et dc profonds fosses 
Hefendent 1* entree On dit que cette tour fut bhlie en 1337, par ordre dc Philippe dc 
Valois, comme le fondement d* un edifice encore plus ancten. 

Philippe Auguste fit cnclorc le bois ou pare de Vincennes, en 1183, pour y renfenner 
un nombre d* animaux, qui lui avaient envoyes par le roi d’ Angleterre. 11 est 
maintenant coupe par des allees reguli6res, et le gouverncment y fait faire, sur la grande 
parade, I’epreuve des canons. 

Le chateau, de I* histoire du quel nous avons deja parle, sert a la fois de prison 
d’ etat, et de depot d* artillerie et d* ammunition, sons la charge d’unc forte garnison. La 
belle galeric fut batie par Mario de Medicis, femme de Louis XIIL, qui 6tait fort 
attachce a Vincennes : les deaux grands b.^tiniens au sud out commences par cette 
priocesse, et termines par Louis XIV. Lsi chapellc contient un monument expiatoire, u 
la m^moire du due d' F.tighein, portant une inscription latine, ecrite par Louis XVllI. 
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PLACE DES VICTOIHES. 


The victories designed to be commemorated by this Place are those of Louis XIV., 
of whom a pedestrian statue, in gilt lead, long adorned the centre. It, as well as the 
principal part of the Place, is said to have been erected at the expense of the marshal 
duke de la Feuilladc. The king, attired in his coronation robes, stood on a pedestal 
twcntv~two feet in height, a Cerberus crouching at his feet, and Victory standing behind, 
placing a crown of laurel on his head. At the angles of the perlestal were four colossal 
hronxe figures, now to be seen in front of the Hotel dcs Invulidca. The figures of the 
group above were thirteen feet high. This statue having been demolished by the popu- 
lace, lOth of August, 1792, has had various successors : as 1. In 1793 a pyramid of wood, 
on which were inscribed the Rights of Man, as decreed by the convention, the names of 
tlic departments, and the principal victories of the republic. The Place was at this 
period deiiominate<l the Plai^' dcs Victoires Nationales. 2. Buonaparte when first consul 
laid here the first stone of a monument, proposed to be erected 10 the meniorj of generals 
Desaix and Kleber, but which was never executed. 3. A statue of Desaix, sixteen feet 
in heiglit, cast in bronze by Uenouard, after designs by Dejoux, was placed here on a 
pedestal of white marble in 180fi, and removed Just before the restoration. Lastly, Louis 
XVlIl. placed on this singular spot in 1822 a bronze e<^ueatrian statue of the monarch 
it was originally designed to honor, Louis XIV. U stands on five immense blocks of 
Carrara marble, having on one end the inscription ** Ludovico Maomo,” on the other 
“ Ludovicus XVIII. Atavo Suo.** 

The Place, which was designed by Mansard, is the segment of a circle, whose 
diameter is 240 feet ; the houses are uniform, having on the ground floor a series of 
arcades, supporting a balcony, and a range of Ionic pilastei>. 


QUAI BhS ORFEVRES. 

The quays of Paris, extending in a continued line along each bank of the Seine, 
form, in fact, but tw’o prolonged stone embankments, adorned in many ^mrts with 
very handsome public and private buildings. The whole couimercc of llio river being 
carrie<l on in boats, the immense warehouses and |>owerful crane apparatus of the quays 
of the Thames are not needed ; but great public spirit has been evinced by the successive 
modern governmenu of Lrance, in afibrding every accommodation to the pui^uits of com- 
merce. Upwards of 400 toUes of new quays now environ the lie de la Citie, 
furnishing various interesting views, among which that of the Quai dcs Orfevres 
extending to the Porte Samt Michel, and including the towers of Notre Dame, in the 
distance, is very characteristic of this description of Paris scenery. 
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PLACE DES VICTOIRES. 


On dit que cette place fut batie en grande pnrtie aux fraia du Marccha], due de la 
Feuillade, qui y 5t elever une statue, cn plomb dore, qui devail servir a conserver la 
moire des victoirea dc Louis XIV.

D’ aburd la 
convention y tit placer, cu 1793, une pyramide en bois, sur la quelle 6taieiU iuacrits )es 
droits de Thomme, ainsi que ies avail decr^tes la convention, los noms des departemena 
et Ics principalcs victoires de la Republique. On donna alors a cette place le nom de 
Place des Victoires Nationales. Secondement, lorsqnt* Buonaparte ^tait premier consul, 
il y posa les fondemens d' un monument ik la niemoire des g^neraux Desaix et Kleber, 
qui n* a jamais eti termine. Troisiemement, on y eleva une sUitue dc Desaix en bronze par 
Kenouard. Elle avail seize pieds de hauteur, etait faile d* apres Ics dessins de Dejoux 
et placec sur un piedestal de iiiarbre blanc : elle fut6lev^e on 1806, et retiree de la Place 
des V'ictoires, un peuavant la restoration. Kntin, Louis XVIII. y pla^a, en une 

statue ^questre, en bronze, de Louis XIV. Elle cat placcesur cinque immenscs blocs de 
marbre de carare, ayant d* un cote I* inscription*' Li unvico Magno,’* et de V autre 
** Ludovicos Magnus Atavo Suo/* 

Cette place, dont Ic plan ful d^signe par Mansard, forme le segment d’ un cercle 
doiit Ic diametre est de 240 pieds. 1 a-*s inaisous qui sont d’ une structure uniforme ont 
au rez<^e-chaus^t*e une suite d' arches, qui sontiennent un balcon ct une raugoe de 
colonnes ioniques. 


QUAI DES ORFEVRES. 

Lbs quais de Paris, a* etendant sur les deux bords de la Seine, otfrent a P ceil deux 
terraces, orn6es en plusieursendroits de tree beaux butimens, publics el particuliers. Tout 
le commerce de cette riviere sc faisant sur de petits bfttenx on nc trouve pas sur les 
rives de la Seine, d* immenses magazins tels que ceux qii* un voit sur les bords dc la 
famisc, mais les gouvemcmens de France ont dcrni^renient iiiontr^ les dispositions les 
plus sages 4 encourager le commerce qui sc fait sur Its bords dc la Seine. Dc iiouveaux 
quais qui ont plus de 400 toiiieH de longueur entourent maintcuant I’ ilede la citc,oflrenl 
plusieurs points de vue interessant, ct pomii ces quais, celui des Orfevres, qui 
*’ etend jusqu’ an port Sl Louis et d’ ou P on apcrqtiit la Tour de Notre Dame, donne 
une ide6 assez juste de ce genre d’ omement qui est particulier ^ la capitale de France. 
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GRAND TRIANON. VERSAILLES. 


Versailles might of itself \>ell occupy a volume of our work. lu attractions, 
however, were diminished by the Revolution, and the restored family do not seem dis> 
posed to renew them. 

The Great Trianon was erected by Louis XIV. for Madame de Maintenon, on tlie 
north of the Grand Canal of the Park, and is one of the most celebrated of the Italian 
villa designs of J. H. Mansard. The wings, terrainaling in two pavilions, are unitetl by a 
colomiude of twenty-two Ionic marble columns (red and green), and the interstices 
Iwtween the windows are adorned by pilasters of the same order and materials. The en- 
tire front measures 384 feet in length; all the apartments are on the ground Hour; and 
tlic roof is surrounded, in Uie Roman style, by a balustrade, ornamented w ith vases and 
fanciful groups of figures. A correspoiuling balustrade extends along the front below, 
in tlie centre of which is a handsome iron gate leading to the principal entrance. 

The picture gallery, and the billiard room, are particularly worth the attention of a 
visitant ; the former as still containing some superior ^mintings. and botli of them as pre- 
senting delightful views of the surrounding park and gardens. There flowers of all 
hue,” and shrubs of almost every climate, arc found in admirable order and per- 
fection ; Trianon having always preserved its fame as the ** garden of flowers.^ It was 
a favorite occasional residence of the successors of Louis XIV.. including Napoleon, 
who made a direct road from this villa to St. Cloud, and established a select library here 
for his personal use. 


COURT OF THE PALACE OF THE LEGION OF HONOR. 

The Hotel de Salm. built by Rousseau, received in the year 1802 the designation 
of the Palais de la Legion d’ Honneur. It presents towards the Rue Bourbon a 
triumphal arch, which forms the principal entrance of the palace, and of which we have 
already given a plate : tliis conducts to a spacious court, the subject of our present number. 

Round this court runs an Ionic colonnade or gallery, corresponding with tlic beau- 
tiful colonnades of the entrance, and at the bottom is a noble portico of the Coriiuliian 
order, leading by a handsome flight of steps to the grand vestibule, and flanked on each 
side by an Ionic colonnade. This is considered altogether as a much handsomer front 
of the palace than that which facen the Quai d* Orsai. although tlie whole edifice has a 
degree of magnificence, united with simpliciiv, seldom surpassed.

COUK DU PALAIS DE LA LEGION D' HONNEUR. 

L* UoTRL dc Salm, bati par Rousseau, prilen 1802, le nom de Folais de la l.,6gion 
d’ Honneur. li pi-^sente du cAte de la Rue Rourlion un arc de triomphe, qui forme 
r entre^ principale, et dont nous avous deja dunn^ une gravure. AprAs avoir passe cel arc 
on entre dans une cour spacieuse, que represente la gravure que nous donnoiis ici. 

Autour de cette cour est une colonnade ou galerie dc 1* ordre ionique qui correspond 
a In belle colonnade de rentrcfc; et au fond de la cour est un beau porche de 1’ ordre 
corinthicn, qui au moyen d* un grand esealier conduit au vestibule, et a dc chaque cAte 
une colonnade ionique. On regarde cette fa^de du Palais, comme beaucoup plus belle 
que celle qui donne sur le Quai d' Oraai, quoique cet edifice presente sous tous Ics 
rapports un degr4i de magnificencu et de simplicity qui se trouvent rarement rcunies. 
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PONT DE LA TOURNELLE. 


Til B oiigioal Foot de la Tournelle was one of the erections of M. Marie, Comptroller 
general of the bridges of France, between the years 1614 and 1636. It was of wood, 
and received its name frcnn an ancient tower in this neighbourhood, built by Philip 
Augustus. There seems to have been a still more ancient bridge near this spot, an 
erection of the fourteenth century, called the Pont do Fust de F Isle Notre Dame. 

Marie’s bridge being carried away by ice in 1637, it was shortly after replaced by a 
lunilar one, of wood; which bmng in great part destroyed by the floods of 1654, the 
city of Paris undertook tlie erection of the present handsome stone bridge. It consists 
of six semicircular arches, and is 380 feet in length, communicating from the port of St. 
Bernard, to the island of St Louis : its architecture is very solid and imposing. An 
inscription under one of the arches states it to have been completed m 1666. 


CHATEAU D’ EAU. 

, Whbn the Place du Palais Royal was enlarged in 1719by the regent duke d’ Orleans, 
he erected the present bnilding opposite the palace, after the designs of Robert de Cotte. 
It consists of a quadrangular pile of building adorned with vermiculated rustics, and 
presenting altogether a front of 120 feet. In the centre four Doric columns support a 
pediment containing the arms of France, above which are seen two recumbent statues, 
by Coustou, representing the Seine, and the Nymph of the fountain of Arcueii. Originally 
the Chateau d* Eau was a mere reservoir : it is now a public fountain, bearing the 
inscription, Quot et quantos efpcndit in usvs. We hear however that it Is des- 
tined sliortly to give place to some further and very extensive improvements of the Place 
du Palais Royal. 
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PONT DE LA TOURNELLE.

CHATEAU D* EAU. 


Lorsque le Regent, due d’ Orleans fit agrandir la Place du Palais Royal, en 1719, 
il fit clever le bjilimcnt qui est maintenant vis-i-vU du palais, d' apres les dessins de 
Rol»crt de Coltc. II consiste d* un batiment ornc de rustiques vcrmiculc*;, et ofiVe u 
r (£il uiie fa^de de 1^ pieds dc longueur.

This is that front of the Palace of the Legion of Honor which faces the Quai n 
d* Oraay. It constats of a semicircular centre and two plain wings ; ami, while tnore 
frequently seen than that which appears in the court entered from Ute Rue Bouihofi, 
cannot pretend to equal magnificence. The grand saloon, however, is KJluated iti this 
part of the edifice, and is terminated by the noble window of the centre, adorned With 
columns aud surmounted by statues. The diameter of the rotunda is 40 feet;*and the 
apartment is internally both spacious and splendid. . . • >, .1 



PALAIS DU DUG D* ORLEANS. 


In describing the facade of the Palaia Royal towards the Rue St Honore, we 
noticed the general history of the magnificent group of buildings here accumulated. If 
a large portion is now royal only in name, its desecration, it may be remembered, took 
place with " a realm’s decay with the desecration of all France. 

The portion still the property of the due d* Orleans forma a truly princely residence : 
it comprises the apartments of the two courts on which we enter from the Rue St. Honore. 
The first of them is the subject of the present plate. 

This court is entered from the Roc St. Honor^ by the noble gate of the facade 
above alluded to, with which its architecture corresponds having a Doric basement sur- 
mounted with Ionic pilasters on the first floor, and corresponding balustrades with an attic 
above. At the bottom is a central projection leading to the second court. This projection 
is adorned with Doric and Ionic colomos, crowned with a circular pediment on which arc 
two figures, sculptured by Pigou, supporting a shield of the Orleans arms. The vestibule 
here leads to the state apartments: to the left is Uie extensive Gallerie de Virginie; to 
the right, the grand staircase, rising under an elevated dopie adorned with painiingji. 
The first flight of steps leads to a lamling from which diverge two opposite flights, that 
meet again in front of the state rooms. The {lolished iron railing by Corbin-is considered 
a master piece of this kind of work. The apartments may be seen at any time when 
the duke d’ Orleans is not actually at home,” in them.

II eat 
vrai (JUG la plus grande partie n* a plus que le nom de royaut^', mais rappeloos nous que 
lorsqne le rcste perdit sa dignite, il partagea celte perte avec tout a que la France avail 
dc grand et de noble. 

La parlte de ce palais qui appartient encore au due d’ Orleans est une habitation 
vraimeut royale ; elle contient les appartemens qui sont situ6ea dans les deux cours ou 
r on entre par la Rue St. Uonore : noire gravure representc la premiere de ces deux 
coura. On y entre, en sortant de la Rue St. Honors, en traversant les deux belles grilles 
de la fa^de dont nous venons de parler, et avec I* architecture de la quelle elle correspond, 
ayant un soubassement de I* ordre dorique, surmont^ de pilastres de 1* ordre ionique, au 
premier etage, et au>des8U8 des balustrades du m^ne genre ct d’ un attique.

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PLACE DU CHATELET. 


Th e Place du Chatelet is a quadrilateral opening at the foot of the Pont au Change, 
chiefly remarkable for the triumphal column and fountain in the centre, described 

below. 

The Chamber of Notaries exercises its functions at the house No. I, and often sells 
houses and other property there, by auction. At other limes, generally on Wednesdays 
and Fridays, goods seized by the warrant of the magistracy are exposed for sale in the 
open place. The Pont au Change, seen on the right, communicates between the Place 
du Chatelet and Rue de la Barillerie and Quai d’ Horloge, whence our view is taken. 
It received iU present name when Louis the Young first established the Exchange. The 
existing bridge is the broadest in Paris, being 100 feel wide ; it was built in 1647 ; and 
finally disencumbered of houses in 1788. 


FONTAINE DU CHATELET. 

None of the public works of Paris are more characteristic than its fountains, of 
which sixty*five are devoted to the general accommodarion. This of the Place du 
Chatelet is of a quadrilateral form ; the base of the columns supplying the water from 
four dolphins' heads (situate at the four angles), into a circular reservoir. 

The pedestal of the column rises from an elevated surbase, which is ornamented by 
cornucopiffi at the angles, and surmounted by four beautiful figures of Prudence, Vigi- 
lance, Justice, and Power, in full relief, and holding each other by the hand. The only 
fault which has been found with these figures is the similarity of their attributes, or 
their want of specific character. It is not wonderful, perhaps, that under the Empire 
those of the last two should lie confounded. 

A bronze Egyptian palm tree, 62 feet high, forms the shaft of the column, oma- 
menied with foliage, bound together at equal intervals by zones, on which the chief 
battles of Napoleon are inscribed in gilt letters : above is a globe surmounted with em- 
blems of the winds, and the whole is crowned by a gilt statue of Victory. All the figures 
are by Boinot. . ^ > - . *

FONTAINE DU CHATELET. 

Paris n' a rien de plus remarquable que sei^ fontaioes, dont 6o sont a T usage du 
public. Celle de la Place du Chatelet est d* uue forme quadrilaterale, la base de la 
fontaine foumissant 1' eau qui sort de quatre tdtes de dauphins, plac^ au quatre angles, 
et qui tombe cnsuite dans un reservoir circulaire. Le piedestal de la colonne s' ^leve sur 
une surbase omce a cbucun de sea angles, de coroes d' abundance, et suimont6e de 
quatre belles figures en bas-relief ropresentent la Prudence, la Vigilance, la Justice, et la 
Puissance, se tenant par la main.

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HOTEL DU PREUX, 

Rue den Bourdonnain. 

This has aUo been known in modem times as the Hotel, or Maison de la Couronne 
d' Or, from its bearing on the ontside tbo sign of a golden crown, and is one of the most 
admired specimens of Gothic domestic architecture remaining in Paris. U is much dis- 
figured by modern repairs ; but, anired within the court, its open gallerios, ornamented 
tnnrets, and elegant spires, might easily carry us liack, in imagination, to chiralrous ages 
and the days of the tournament. The date of its erection was probably the early port of 
the fourteenth century, as it was purcliased and enlarged by Philip, Duke of Orleans, in 
1363, who bestowed the sum of 2()00 francs d’ or on his alterations and embellishments. 
In 1398 we find it the property and residence of the famous Guy de la Tremoiiille, after 
whom it was long denominated tbo Hotel de la Treniouille, and of whose family it be- 
oamo the Maison Seigneuriale. It was claimed as such and inhabited, in 1421, by 
Jehan de la Trenwuilie, sigoeur de Joniille. It now passed through various hands ; and tho 
Chevalier Dobourg and the President de Bellievro (whose nsine it has also borne) were 
successively its occupants. Many of the ornamented parts still exhibit great delicacy of 
execution.

Tiir Fountain de V Elephant is situatod in the centre of the Place de la Bastille, 
after which it is sometimes called, or between the opening of the Canal de St Martin, 
a branch of the Canal de 1* Ourcq, and the new dock or Oare d' Arsenal. Buonaparte 
projected the erection of an immense Elephant of bronze on this spot, whose trunk was 
to discharge the water ; but the scheme has been proceeded with no further than the 
construction of the masonry over the canal, and tlie formation of the wooden model 
which is still to be seen here. 

We have elsewhere traced the Canal do V Ourcq to iU principal basin of La Vilette, 
on the north of Paris. From the cast and west angles of that basin diverge towards the 
south the Canal de Saint Martin, and the Aqueduc de Ceinture; the former com- 
municating through the Gare d’ Arsenal with the Seine at Paris. It is constructed of 
solid masonry, and is 35,556 yards in length. 


CHAPELLE EXPIATOIRE, CONCIERGERIE. 

Wb have described this chapel, in our account of the cha]>el and entrance of the 
Conciergerie, as dedicated to the memory of the unfortunate Marie Antoinette ; it was, 
in fact, the cell in which she passed the last two months and a half of her life. The 
restored family of this princess have been certainly forbearing, in the manifestation of 
their feelings on the delicate subject of the wrongs of Louis XVI. and his consort ; and 
for this they have been blamed by the partizans of the corut — persons who always 
forget that a whole people cannot be punished. Wrongs unquestionable and perhaps 
unparalleled this chapel may be said to commemorate ; but it should not be forgotten 
that the authors as well as the ol^ects, and we will hope the causes of them, are— no 
more.

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MODEL OF THE ELEPHANT OF THE PLACE DE LA 
BASTILLE. 

This is the model in wood of the celebrated bronze Elephant which Napoleon de- 
signed to erect in the Place de la Bastille. 

The decree which ordained its constraction was dated Febraary 9th^ 1810. It 
directed that of the cannon taken from the “ Spanish insurgents” an elephant and tower 
of bronze should be formed, to dischaj^ the water of the fountain beneath from its 
trunk i and the minister of the day was enjoined to see the whole completed by the 2nd 
of December, 1811. The masonry of the foundation was certainly constructed and 
placed in Uie former year; but the “Spanish insurgents” were destined to overthrow 
this amongst other colossal schemes of Napoleon. 

The height of the proposed elephant and its castle was to be 24 metres or 72 feet, 
and to the latter a winding staircase was designed to lead through one of tlie ponderous 
legs of the animal ; which were each to be two metres, or six feet, in diameter. The 
fountain was further to be decorated below with twenty-four marble bas-reliefs, repre- 
senting the Arts and Sciences. 


THEATRE DE L’ AMBIGU-COMIQUE. 

The elegant little theatre before us was constructed on the plans of Celerier, for 
Nicolas Medard Audinot, formerly of the Theatre Italien. It was first opened, in 1775, 
with miniature pantomimes,, in which children were the performers, and has since been 
occasionally decorated to almost every species of dramatic performance. Latterly, how- 
ever, the proprietors have confined themselves to melodramas. 

The front has a basement pierced with three arcades, surmounted with arched win- 
dows, separated by Ionic columns. Above is an entablature with medallions, extended 
along the whole front, an attic adorned with Arabesques, and a {lediracot. On the right 
and leA are symmetrical wings. The interior is on an oval plan ; and c<mtains three 
tiers of boxes, separated by eluant Gothic arches, and surmounted by a frieze in the 
florid Gothic style. Above is a spacious circular gallery, and a richly ornamented scarlet 
ceiling. The house will contain about 1600 persons, and the scenery is considered equal, 
in point of elegance, to that of any theatre in Paris.

Ce joli petit th^htre fut b4ti d* apres lea plans de C61erier, pour Nicolas M^dard 
Audinot, autrefois da Thehtre Italien. L* ouverture de ce theatre eut lieu en 1776, 
quaud on y donna de petites pantomimes, jou^ par dea enfans. On y a donn6 depuis 
toutes sortes de representations dramatiques, mais les directcurs dc V Ambigu-comique 
n* y font plus jouer que des m61odramcs. 

La fa9ade a un soubassement, perce de troia arches, surmont^a de trois fenCtres, 
siqiarees par dea colonnes ioniques. Au-dessus est un entablement, avec des m6daillona, 
un atUque ome d* arabesques, et un fronton. A droite et & gauche sent des atlea sym6- 
triques. La aalle est ovale, et contient trois rangs de loges, separ^es par de arches 
gothiques de forme 6l6gante, et surmont^s de frises gothiques.

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TOMBS OF TALMA. AND OTHERS. 

Pere fa ChaUe. 

None of the picturesque groups of scenery which sil>ound in the cemetery of Pere 
In Chaise seem more happily cumbinc<l than that which contains the tomb of Talma ; 
nor can we better illustrute our plate than by a slight sketch of his brilliant career. 

Francis Joseph Talma, bom at Paris, I2th of January, 1766, was educated in that 
capital, and in London, where his father practised as a dentist. At a very early period 
of his life he attracted the notice of his late majesty, George IV., by bis performance of 
some of the lighter French comedies at the Hanover Square Hooms; and the late 
earl of Harcourt is said to have urged his being devoted to the English stoge. A more 
connniai sphere of action, however, w as in reserve fur him. 

His family returning to France, young Talma was speedily announced in the character 
of Seide, in Voltaire’s Mahomet, llis debiU took place on the 27th of November. 1787, 
ai^ was strikingly successful. He now attached nim&elf to the higher walks, and ob- 
tained the highest honors of the drama, etlecting finallv a complete refomtation in the 
costume of the French sta^. On the breaking out of t}ie Kevolution he became also u 
political partisan of considerable zeal and influence, and ranked amongst his friends 
Mirabcau. Condorcet, Claviere, and Napoleon. On the latter becoming Emperor, our 
tragedian would have relinquished the intimacy, but Buonaparte ordered admission to 
be given to him every day at the Court breakfast hour, when the Imperial actor is stated 
to have received lessons from the professional one. 

Talma, continuing passionately attached to his art, publishcfl a work on its general 
principles in 1825, which, however, disappointed his admirers. We find no other instance 
on reconl of his appearance as an nuthur. In tlic autumn of the following year his 
health declined: but, possessing his fine powers of mind unim|niired to the last, he 
received and recognized all his friends ; declared that the physicians were ignorant of 
his disease; and strongly resisted the importunities of the clergy to abjure his profession 
as irreligious. Giving directions for his funeral, he exclaimed '* Let there be no priests; 
all I ask is not to be buried too soon.” He died 19th of October, 1826. and is said to 
have been a Protestant in hit religious sentiments. Agreeably to his request no religious 
ceremony took place at his funeral, but his colleague Lufoit and the dramatists Jouy and 
Arnault delivered orations. A flattering cortege of mourning coaches and private car- 
riages attended, with not fewer than 80,000 persons os s|)Cctalors. The mausoleum 
here presented to our readers was erected by public subscription. 


" MONUMENT OF GENERAL FOY. 

Genebal Foy, to whom his countrymen have erected this monument by 
public subscription, was bom in the Rue ChauRs6c, Paris, in the year 1776, and educated 
tor the bar. At the commencement of tho Revolution he entered the artillery, and 
rising rapidly was distinguished in a succession of brilliant campaigns, from the battle 
of Orthea, and the celebrated retreat of Moreau, to the memorable day of Waterloo. He 
refused the appointment of aide-de-camp to Buonaparte, previously to his exp^ition to 
Egypt; and continued finally to oppose his elevation to the empire. On bis health 
being proposed, as ** Emperor.” at a dinner of officers, he alone refused to drink it. 

Since the restoration of tho Bourbons the general has only been distinguished in 
civil life, and for a posthumous work on the campaigns in the Peninsula. Elected a 
deputy in 1815, he b^ame one of tlie most able debaters, and perhaps the best extempore 
speaker of the Chamber, having the decided lead of tlie Opposition at the time oi his 
death, which took place hi November 1825. Such was the impression of his patriotism 
on the public mino, that upwards of £20,000 were promptly raised by subscription for 
bis family, beside the suras neceasar>* for tlie ercctiofi of the classical monument bcfoie us, 
tho striking of various medals to his honor, &c.

Francois Joseph Talma, no ^ Paris Ic 15 Janvier, 17G6, y re^ut son education ainsi 

3 u' k Londres, ou son p^re etait dentiste. II fixa, lorsqu'd etait encore jeutie, 1' attention 
u feu roi George IV. par la maniere dont il ioua dans de pelitcs comedies frao^'aises 
aux sallcs de Hanover Square; et le comte d* llarcouit con&cilla de Ic faire moutcr sur la 
scene un^laise, muis uno carriciire plus convcnablc lui etait reservcc, 

Sa lumtlle retournant cn France, on annon^a bietUot le debut du jcuoe Talma dans 
le rule dc Seide, du Mahomet dc VotlHire. Ce d6but cut lieu le 27 Novooibrc, 1787, et 
eut un succ^s brillant. Talma sc d^voua d^slors au theatre, y obtint bientot les plus grands 
honneurs, et parvint a operer un changement complet dans le costume du theatre fran* 
cais. Lorn de la Revolution il se montra partisan z^lc, et compta panui ses amis Mira- 
beau. Condorcet, Claviere, et Napoleon. Lorsque ce dernier devint etnpcrcur, Talma se 
preparait nc plus le voir, main Buonaparte oruonna qu* on V admit toujours aux de- 
jeuners dc La cour, et c' est aiors quo dit-on I* actcur enseigna au monanjuu k jouer son 
rule. 

Toujoure attache k 1* art qu*il partiquait, Talmu publia, cn 1825, un ouvrage sur ses 
princi{>eB ceniraux qui nc repoiidit cepondant pas k T attontc du public, et V acteur c6* 
lebre oc raparut plus comme auteur. Dai\s 1’ autoiume de P aiin^ 1826, sa sante com- 
roen^a k s* aflaiblir, mais couservant toujours les forces de son esprit, il continua de voir 
ses amis, et leur assure que ses mtxiecins ignoruient sa maladie. Il rcsista aussi aux 
efforts que ffrent dcs ecclesiastiqucs pour P engager k renoncer a son 6tat, comme con- 
trairc ^ la raligion. Kn donnant ses ordres pour son entciremeni il ajouU : ** Qu’il n* y 
ait pcs de prOtres ! Tout ce que je dcmamlo c’ est qu'on iie iiP enterre pas trop tot.” 11 
mourut le 19 Octobre, 1826, a cc qu*on dit dans la persuasion protestante. Selon sa 
demamle, aucune cer^monie reUgicusc n'cut lieu lors de son enterrement, mais son 
confrere Lafon et les auteurs dmmatiques Jouy et Arnault prononcerent sur sa tonxbe 
une omison fun^bre. Une longue chame de voitures suivaient le corbillard, et plus d 
80,000 personnes accompagn^rent son corps au tonibeau. Le mausolce represente sur 
noire gravure fat ^Icve aux frais du public* 


MONllMEiNT DU OfiNIiRAL FOY. 

Le General Foy, ^ qui ses compatriutes ont fait Clever ce monument, naquit a 
Pahs, en 1776, dans la rue Chaussc^ Paris, et iU d’ abord ses etudes en droit. 
Au commencement de la Revolution il entra dans un corps d’ artillehe, et avan9ant ra- 
pidement il se distingua dans une brillante carhere depuis la bataille d’ Orthes, et la 
fameuse retraiiede Moreau, jusqu’ k la ceUbre Journ^e dc Waterloo. 11 fut aide-de- 
camp de Buonaparte avarit son depart pour P Egypte, mais il s' oppose ensuite a son 
il^ivation u P empire, et iorsqu' a un diner d' officiers on propoea de ^ire k la saute de 
“P Empereur,” le General Foy refuse seul de le faire. 

Depuis la restoration des Bourl>ons, le G6n6ral Foy ne s* eat distingue que dans la 
vie civile, et il est surtout ccl^bre par un ouvrage po&thume sur la guerre de la Penin- 
sule. Elu depute en 1815, il devmt un des meilleurs orateurs du jour, et 6tait k la tete 
de P opposition, lorsqu' il mourut, au mois de Novembre, 1825. Telle 6tait P opinion 
qu'on avait do son putriotisme, qu’on obtint en peu de temps 20,000 lirrcs sterling du 
public pour sa famille, en outre oes funds necessaires pour elever le monument qu'ou 
voit sur noire gravure, faire frapper dcs medaillcs a son honneur, &c. 
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BARRlERi: DE PASSY. 


The Barriere de Pa&sy is one of th(^e which meet the notice of the traveler at the 
wostem extremity of Paris, and to which is attached Si.paiarhe, or boat, statiooed on thtr 
Seine, for the purpose of collecting the customs on goods entering by the river. Oti the- 
uppositc bank, is the Barriere de la Cunette. The river is at this )>oint about 160 yards 
broad. 

From the heights above the stone quarries near this barrief a very beaatiful view of 
the metropolis and of the windings of the Seine may be obtained. The Pont de Jena, or of 
the Invalids, appears on the right, summunted, in the distance, by the dome of the Hotel 
des liivu tides; on the left are the heights of Montmartre, and in the centre Uiost* of 
Chaumont and Belleville.

We have introduced this view, taken from under on arth of the Pont Notre Dumc, 
to exhibit the river scenery, and the occupations pursued on this part of the Seine, at the 
nearest possible point, line low wharf on the left is a convenient tempoi*arv depository 
for stone and heavy goods, and is connected with a kind of platform, geucrully dry, on 
which boats arc frequently unloaded, and which reaches across this arch. 

The Pont Notre l>ame is a solid stone structure of the early part of lire Ithli cen- 
tury. it consists of five semicircular arches, which have been admirevl for the boidiies!* 
of their architecture, and which coumiuuicute between the Porte St. Jacques and Porte 
St Martin. One of the arciies formerly contained this distich, by Sannaxai*, iu 
honor of the architect:—

The Palais dc St. Cloud can boast an origin almost as remote as that of the 
monarchy of France. It is said to be named after St. Cloaldus/the grandson of Clovis, 
who died in a hermitage on this spot, at the close of the sixth century ; and it seems 
clear that the brst race of kings had a residence here. 

The existing palace, however, was built at the close of the sixteenth century by 
a private individual, Jerome de Gondy, after whose death it came into the posseasion of 
the archbishop of Paris. In 1658 it was purchased by Louis XIV., and presented to his 
brother the Due d* Orleans ; whose private architect. l>epaiitre, united with the royal ar- 
chitects Gerard and Mansard in giving it uniformity, while Le Xotre devoted himself to 
the plantation of the park. In 1782 Marie Antoinette made the purchase of tills 
palace, and, like her imperial successor Napoleon, made it a favorite residence. Both 
made considerable changes in the distribution of the interior. Thu unfortunate queen of 
Louis XVI, first enclosed the Petit Parc, extending up the hill. 

The principal front is that which looks towards the Court d* Honneur^ and is more 
uniform in its ornaments, and the general style of its architecture, than the one here 
given ; which, however, has a beautiful effect from the gardens. The central projection 
has a Doric peristyle, surmounted by a grand balcony ; the former conducting the visitor 
to a grand vestibule, level with the Court d’ Honneur, to which it serves a.^ the chief 
communication with this part of the grounds. 

St. Cloud is chiedy known in the Annals of France as the scene of the Revolution 
of the 18 Brumajre (lOth of November, 1799), in which, without shedding blood, but at 
the point of the bayonet, Buonaparte, like Cromwell, accomplished the dissolution of 
the Council of Five Hundred, and seated himself, virtually, on the throne of France. It 
was on this occasion that Arnault finely said, 

Helas, le malheureux, sur ce bord enchanU- ** 

Enterilit sa gfoire avec la liberty.* 

Somewhat in contrast with a John Bull description of the same scene, lately published 
by an eminent English writer, ** It was then that Buonaparte, like Cromwell before him, 
“ Tamed out the memben and made fast the door.**

ECURIES DU KOI, VERSAILLES. 

These celebrated stable* are placed between the three great avenues of the palace 
of Versailles, contiguous to the Place d' Armes. There are, in fact, two sets of stabling 
Mmilar in plan, distinguished as Les Petites Ecunes, and lea Grandes Ecuries, from the 
latter being designed to contain the sUte and carriage horses. Tlic whole are considered 
as a fine display of the genius of Mansard, and in perfect keeping with tlie general 
grandeur of the palace.

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VAL DE GRACE. 


This m the exterior of the church of the once celebrated royal abbey of the Val dc 
Grace, an erection of the age of Louie XIV. It still bears the original inscription, 
**Jeeu naecenti Virgiaque Matri/* but has long since been made the magaziDe of an 
hospital (see our view of the interior). Anne of Austria, the mother of Louis XIV., was 
the great patroness of the abbey, in which she wished to have died, and had her heart 
transferred to this church with great ceremony. It remained, we are told, in the choir a 
year, oovered with funeral emblems ! Other royal hearts and relics, to the amount of 
three hundred (some of the latter being of considerable value), were found here at the 
Revolution. 


ENTRANCE GATEWAY TO THE LUXEMBOURG. 


This entrance of the nragnificent Palais du Luxemboui^ is of the same masculine 
style of architecture as the edifice itself; the history of which we have given with our 
general view of the palace. Amongst the variety of its modern names, however, we did 
not notice that of “ Notre Magasin a Guillotine.'* given it when, during the Revolution, 
it was used as a prison. A painter of the name of Marino, being appointed super' 
intendent of piisonB, found 15 nobles confined here in a large room on the first floor : 
these he ordered to be transferred to the stables, and the sans-culottes to take their 
place. ** Do not blame the keeper, director ,** said one of the former; ** it was I who 
begged him to put together in this room a few nobles who like myself defy your villany.*' 
Marino, astonished, asked his name. The Marquis de * * *. Have you been long in 
Paris? — Three years. — Were you in Paris ten years ago?— Ves. — Do you remember 
crossing the court of the Palais de Justice at the moment when two officers were insulting 
a young woman !— Yes. — You defended her. I remember it. Well then that was a relative 
of mine ; so you may leave this prison, for it is “ Notre. Magasin ^ Guillotine and this 
name became for awhile appropriately enough a cognomen the palace.

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HALLE AU BLE. 


Thus ii» the interior of the noble dome of the Halle au IBIe, or Com Market, 
upwards of one hundred and twenty feet in diameter, and having an elevation from the 
pavement in the centre of one hundred feet. The central lantern is thirty-^ne feet in 
diameter, and is found amply to supply the place of the twenty-five large windows of the 
old cupola. The ribe of this immense arch are of cast iron, ami have shown, during the 
eighteen years that have transpired since its erection, no symptoms of tortuous move- 
ment or of decay. It was designed by Belanger, and completed at an expense of 
838,000 francs. 

The whole of the Corn Market is an erection of the last century, and occupies the 
former site of the Hotel do Soissons, purchased by the city of Paris in 1756, from the 
creditors of the Prince de Carignan. 


ACADtMIE ROYALE DE MUSIQUE. 

SccH is the inappropriate name which now designates the grand French Opera 
House of the Kue Lepelletier. It is considered, indeed, as only a temporary Opera 
House, but is fitted up and supported on a scale of unrivalled magnificence, to which a 
tax on the gross receipts of all the other theatres of Paris is made to contribute: the 
management is in the hands of the Government. 

The front, one hundred and eight feet in length, by sixty-four in height, is adorned 
with two perpendicular ranges of columns and nine arcades, having on the first floor a 
corresponding number of windows belonging to the saloon. The lower range of columns 
is of the Doric, the upper of the Ionic order. Above the whole an entablature, with 
l)rackets. supports statues of eight Muses, six feet and a half high : the entire facade 
being considered as resembling Palladio's celebrated portico of the cathedral of Vicenza. 
The saloon, brilliantly fitted up with mirrors and lustres, occupies the whole length of 
the building on the first floor, and the vestibule on the ground floor is of the same 
length. It is divided into a vestibule exterior, or altentCt twenty-five foet wide, an<l 
the vestibule cf change where the tickets are procured. On each side of the latter is a 
staircase leading to the firat tier of boxes, and the saloon. Otlior flights conduct from 
this part to the orchestra and upper part of the house. 

The interiew is mainly occupied by four principal tiers of boxes, supported by Co- 
rinthian pillars, and finished in blue and gold : above the lunetta is a fifth tier. The house 
here measures from side to side sixty-six feet \ the stage is in depth eighty-two, in width 
forty-two feet: beneath is an open space, thirty-two f^t deep, for the play of the ad- 
mirable scene machinery. An elegant series of elliptic arches supports the dome : and 
the whole, when lighted up with gas, has a splendor of effect which it is impossible to 
describe in words.

On ne le regarde en general que comine un etabliasement temporaire, mais 
ii cst mont4( et soutenu dans un genre de magnificence qu* on ne pourrait surpasser, et 
au quel contribuent des subsides leves sur lea recettes de tons les autres theatres de 
Paris. La direction de cel etabiissement est entre les mains du gouvemeinent. 

La fa^*ade, qui a cent huit pieds do longueur, sur soixante quatre dc hauteur, est 
ornee de deux rangees perpendicubir^s de colonnes et do ncuf arcades, ayaut au premier 
ctage un mi)mc nombre dc fenetres, qui font panic du salon.

Notre Dame has been the subject of two or three former plates, but the view in 
this direction exhibiU the height and body of this noble edifice to great advantage, as 
well as the whole eastern extremity of the Isle du Palais, or de la Cit^, on which it 
stands. On the right is the Pont de la Cit^, by which the UU du Palais communicates 
with the Isle St. Ix)uis. 

The Pont de la Cite stands about 100 yards from the site of the former Pont 
Rouge. It is not among the most creditable modem erections of Utis metropolis. A 
decree was issued for its being built in l&Ol ; and, although the works were not com* 
pleted until 1804, it never seems to have been capable of sustaining the passage of 
carriages. So much indeed was it injured by the transit of the troops and vehicles, at 
the period of the coronation of Napoleon, that it was found necessary to reconstruct a 
great |)ortiou of the entire fabric, and gird the whole with iron braces. It was again 
repaired in 1819, and now consists of two oaken arches, 34 feet in breadth and 103 feet 
long, and is used only for foot passengers. 


VIEW OF THE SEINE 

f From the Bridge of Louis XVI.) 

W E have here another view of that more quiet or less mercantile part of the river 
Seine, which extends below the Tuilleiica and its gardens; both of which are partially 
seen on the left. Thu bridge in the centre of the plate is the Pont Royale, already de* 
scrilied. On the right are the Hotel des Gardes du Corps, one of the plain but useful 
structures of NapoiiKui; and further in the distance the towers of Notre Dame. 

The placid flow and unpretending character of the Seine always appears to us to form 
an agreeable contrast with the magnificent works of art on its ^ores ; the water, like 
Uiat of the Thames, requires to be well filtered ; and strangers find it needful to qualify 
its laxative qualities with wine or brandy. 
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NOTRE-DAME ET LE PONT DE LA CITE, OU PONT ROUGE.

Le Pont de la Cite, qui est ^ peu pres a cent verges de P endroit oii etait autrefois 
Ic poQt Rouge, est un des moins beaux dc Paris. La construction cn Ait ordunnee en 
IHOI, et quoiqu 'U ne Ait termini qu* en 1804, il n* a jamais en 6tat de soutenir le 
passage des voitures. II souffrtt Ullement du passage des troupes et des voitures qui le 
travei's^rent lors du couronnement de Napol^n, qu* on fut oblige d’ en rebatir une 
grande partie, et de renforcer le reste avec des cercles de fer. 


VUE DE LA SEINE 

{Prise du Pont Louu XVI.) 

CcTTE gravure represente une partie de la Seine ou se fait peu de commerce, at qui 
8* 6tend jusqu’ au dc U des Tuilleries, et de ses jardins qu’ on aper^oit en partie sur la 
gauche. Le pont qu* on voit au milieu de la gravure est le Pont-Royal dont it a deja 
4te parK\ Sur la droite cat P Hotel des gardes du corp, edifice d* un genre simple, 
mais utile, qu*on doit a Napoleon, et dans le loinlain s* aper^oivent Ics tours de Notre- 
Dame. 

Le cours tranquille de la Seine nous parait contraster avantageusement avec les magni- 
fiques productions des Arts qui couvrent ses bords. L* eau de la Seine, comme celle de 
la Tamisc ne doit se boire qu' apr^s avoir ilk filtrec, et les strangers qui vont k Pans 
sont aussi obliges d’ en diminuer la qualite laxative cn y mC'lant un peu de viu ou 
d" eau de vie. 
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DOME DES INVALIDES. 


Both the exterior and interior of the ChapcUe des Invalides have already engaged 
our attention; but the dome, one of the must celebrated works of Mansard, seemed to 
demand a separate plate. We have but little to add to the deacription which we have 
given of it. It is the St. Paul’s dome of Paris, though of smaller dimensions than that 
of the British metropolis, but it attracts the eye in a similar manner on every side of the 
city. It was thirty years in progress, having been begun in 1676 and finished in 1706. 
We consider that the simpler appearance of this and every other part of the church, 
since the destruction in 1614 of the trophies that decorated it, is greatly to its ad- 
vantage as a specimen of architecture. 


EGLISE DE ST. EUSTACHE. 

Thk interior of this church is far more uniform and attractive than its exterior, 
which is a mixture of all styles of architecture ; and, while some have censured the 
lightness of the supporting columns as disproportionate to the weight they have to sus- 
tain, others have admired it as an elegance. The tomb of Colbert, who gave 20,000 
francs towards the en»:tion of the {mrtico, has been well restored, and the chapels right 
and left, as well as the choir, contain some fine paintings. Tlie central one in 
the latter, St. Louis receiving the Sacrament, by Bc^r, has l>een often eulogised. An 
Adoration of the Shepherds by Carl Van Loo should not be overlooked, nor a Moses in 
the Wilderness by Lagrcnee. There is also a Lord's Supper by this artist, in a chapel 
near the portico, much admired. 

Into this church were carried, during the late revolutionary movement, about a 
hundred of the bodies of those who fell in the struggle. Xlic pavement in the body of 
the church was lifted and the bodies deposited en matiie beneath. The etfluvia pro- 
ceeding from them was soon, however, unbearable, and they were dispersed to more fit 
receptacles. 
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DOME DES INVALIDES. 


Nous arons parle de I’intdrieur et de I’exterieur de U chapelle des InvaJideH,

L'int4rieur de cette ^glisc est, par V uniformite qui y regne, plus agr^ble 4 I'csil 
que V ext^eiir qui consiste d* un melange des dilTerens ordres d* architecture. Plusieurs 
pcrsonnca ont reproch^ 4 1* architecte la Ieg4ret6 des colonnes qui le soutiennent commu 
n" 4tant pas proportionee 4 la masse qu’ elles supportcnt, tandis quo d’autrea ont vu 
dans cette 14g4rcte une sorte d’ 414gance. Le tombeau de Colbert, qui contribua 20,000 
francs 4 1’ Erection du porche, a 4t4 tr4s bien retabli, et lea chapelles de cheque cote 
conticnnent, ainsi que le chceur, plusieurs beaux tableaux. On admire surtout beaucoup 
celui qui est au centre du chceur, par Doger, et qui repr^nte St. Louis recevant le 
sacrement. On doit remarquer auasi une Adoration des be^rs, par Carle Van Loo, un 
Moise dans le desert par Lagrenve, et surtout une Sainte C4ne par le m^me artiste, qui 
est plac4e dans une chapelle pr4s du porche, et qu’on a beaucoup admiree. 

On porta dans cette eglise, lors de la demi4re Revolution, 4 peu pr4scent des corps 
de ceux qui perirent on combattant. On depava V 4glise et on y entassa ces corps, mais 
comme leur odeur devint bientot insupportable, on les transporta dans des endroits plus 
convcnablcs. 
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MARCHfi ST. GERMAIN. 


The Marche St. Germain is one of the most commodious and well managed markets 
of Paris. Tlie first stone of the spacious parallelogram of buildings was laid in August 
1813, after the designs of Blondel, and the architecture of the whole is plain, but sub> 
stantial. Its length is 103 yards by 83 in breadth; the two longer sides opening into 
the court or market, properly so called, by 2*2 arcades, and the two shorter by 17. Each 
of the four sides has five entrances, closed by iron gates. On the south is a subordinate 
building appropriated as a butchery, and entered by three iron gates. In the vestibule 
leading to this building is a colossal figure of Abundance, by Milhommo, eurmounting a 
fountain. 

The entire market was nearly seven years in course of erection ; the fountain of the 
court has been unce added. The principal entrance to the whole is at the head of the 
Hue da Pour. 


GARDE MEUBLE. 

The two magnificent buildings which form the subject of this plate were at first 
designed as terminating objects on the north side of Uie Place Louis XVI. (then Place 
Louis XV\) ; and that which is nearest the Tuileries, oficring a convenient depository for 
the crown jewels, became denominated the Garde Meuble de la Couronne. 

Its front is lOl feet in length, having at each end a projecting pavilion, between 
which is a basement of arcades and vermicuUted rustics. From this rise twelve 
Corinthian columns, surmounted by a corresponding entablature and balustrade. In the 
pavilions are four Corinthian columns supporting a triangular pediment, ornamented gii 
each side with clusters of armour. Both buildings are on the same plan, and are 
separated by the Rue Royale, which is here 90 feet wide. 

The history of the Garde Meuble, though short, is eventful. It contained at the 
Revolution two small pieces of ordnance (originally presented by the king of Siam to 
Louis XIV.), which were seized and used at the taking of the Bastille; here were also 
found the costly furniture and ornaments of the oratory of Cardinal Richelieu, amongst 
which were 2516 diamonds, valued at 200,000 livres; and the diamonds of the crown, 
amounting to upwards of 7000, beside 230 rubies, 71 topazes, 150 emeralds, 134 
sapphires, 3 oriental amethysts, and jewels of less value. In Uie night of September 
16th, 1792, a singular attempt at robbery w'as detected here. Almost all the crown 
diamonds were actually seized, and on the point of being carried ofi’ by a gang of thieves, 
said to amount to 40 in number, who ascended the windows by means of the lamp-posts. 
A sentinel accidentally detected one of them descending, well laden, but not before the 
greater part of his comrades had effected tlieir retreat with an immense booty. In a few 
days, however, 21 of the robbers were arrested, and the greater part of the stolea 
property recovered. 

Napoleon gave the use of this building to the Minister of Marine and his officers, 
who still occupy it. On the top, not long since, was a telegraph communicating with 
Brest. 
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MARCH ST. GERMAIN. 


Ce xnarchc cat Tun des plus commodes et dc» mieux conduits de Paris. On posa 
au mois d'Aout, 1813» la'premicre pierrc du ^and paralledogmme, qui fut b&ti d'aprcs 
les deasins de Ulondel. L’ architecture encst simple mais solide: it a cents trois verges 
dc longueur sur quatrovingt trois de largeur. On entre dans ia cour du march^ par 
vingt-deux arcades perches dans la longueur, et dix-sept dans la largeur du bAtiment. 
Chacun des cotes cat fenn^ par cinq grilles de fer. Au Sud est un batiment subordonn^, 
qui sert de boucherie et ou Ton cntrc par trois grilles de fer. Dans le vestibule qui 
conduit tt ce batiment est une statue colossale de 1* Abondance, par Milhomme, ol qui 
sunuonte une fontaine. 

On mil presque sept ans & butir tout le marche, au quel on a depuis ajoutc la 
funtaine qui est dans la cour. L* entree principalo est dans la Rue du Four. 


GARDE MEUBLE. 

Les deux magniiiques b5timens qui forment le fiujet de cette planche ont ^te 
d’ abord eriges pour terminer Ic c6te du Nord de la Place Louis XVI., qu’on appciait 
alors Place Louis XV., et celui qui est le plus pr^s dcs Tuilcrics pnraissant propre ^ 
contenir Ics joyaux de la couronne, on lui donna le nom de Garde Meuble de la couronne. 

A chaque bout de sa facade, qui a 101 pieds de longueur, est un pavilion saillant, et 
entre 1^ deux pavilions se trouve un soubassement d’arcades et de rustiques vermi- 
cul<ks. De 14 s' elevent douzc colonnes de 1* ordre corintbien, surmontees d* une 
entablature et d* une balustrade qui y correspondent. Dans los pavilions sont quatre 
colonnes de {’ ordre corintbien qui soutiennent un fronton triangulaire, om4 de chaque 
cot^ de groupes d' annes. Ces deux bntimens sont sur le m^me plan et sont separ^ par 
U Rue Royale, qui a en cet endroit quatre-vingt-dix pieds de largeur. 

L* histoire du Garde-Meuble oflre dcs details interessans. 11 contenait, lors de la 
Revolution, deux petits canons que le roi de Siam aveit present^ a Louis XIV. et dont la 
populace 8* empara, pour s’en servir a la prise de la Bastille. C^est ici qu’ on trouve 
aussi les riches meubles ct oniemens de 1' oratoire du cardinal Richelieu. De ce 
nombre 4taient 2616 diamans, i^values 4 200,000 livrcs ; et les diamans de la couronne, 
se montant 4 plus de 7000, outre 230 rubis, 71 topazes, 160 ^nicraudes, 134 saphires, 
trois am^tbystes orientalcs, ct des bijoux de moins de valeur. 11 se fit dans la nuit du 
16 Septembre, 1792, un singulicr attentat de vol au Garde-Meuble. Une bande de 
volcurs, au nombre de quarantc, entrtTent par les fen<?trc» et s’empar4rent de tous le* 
diamans de la couronne. Une sentinelle aperqut par hasard un des volcurs qui descen- 
dait tout chaige ; mais la plus part de scs camamdes 6taient parvenus 4 s’6cbapper avec 
un immense butin. On parvint cependant dans quelques jours 4 arrf'ter ving et un des 
volcurs cl 4 regagner la plus grande {>artie dc ce qii'ils avaient cnlev^. 

Xapolcon mit cet hotel 4 la disposition du Ministre de la Marine et de ses officiers qui

(elegraplie qui communiquait avec celui de Brest. 
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PALACE OF THE INSTITUTE, OR OF THE FINE ARTS. 


Tiik history eitJier of Uiis building, or of the institutions connected with it, might 
occupy a volume. The former was, until 1806, known as the College Mazarin, com- 
menced in 1661, after the designs of Lcvau, by the architects Lambert and d' Orbay. 
The front is formed on the section of a circle, terminated by pavilions at each end: in the 
centre is the portico of the church, now occupied as a hall, and presenting six Corinthian 
columns supporting a pediment Above rises the dome, terminated by a lantern. Car- 
dinal Mazarin was originally interred on the right of the sanctuary of this church, under 
a noble sarcophagus of black marble, constructed by Coyzevoux : this was removed at 
the Revolution to the Musee des Monumens Fran^ais. The edifice has not escaped 
signal marks of the late conflict for liberty; its columns having several impressions of 
cannoUshot received on that occasion. 

The Institute itself is a union of all the former " Academies,** and was formed 
during the Revolution. It held its sittings from 1795 to 1806 in a hall of the Louvre. 
Its chief divisions arc into the French Academy (sitting generally on Thursdays), that of 
the Inscriptions and Belles Lettres (sitting on Fridays), that of the Sciences (on Mondays)^ 
and that of the Fine Arts (on Saturdays). These bodies also held a public sitting together 
(up to the late changes) on the 24th of April, the day of the landing of Louis XV’^III. at 
Calais. Their costume on public occasions is black silk, embroidered with green. 

The library of the Institute unites that of the College Mazarin and the one 
formerly attached to the academics, it contains 100,000 volumes, and is open to the 
public every day, except Thursday and Saturday, from ten until two o’clock. 


TRIUMPHAL ARCH, PALACE OF THE TUILERIES. 

This modem and very elegant addition to the front of the Tuilcries was erected by 
Napoleon in 1806, after the designs of Percier and Fontaine on the model of the arch of 
Septimus Severus, to the glory of the Grand Army. It is composed of three arcades of 
fine free-stone occupying tlie breadth, and a transversal one intei'secting them at right 
angles ; the opening of the central or principal arcade is fourteen feet, that of Uie lateral 
aoroades eight feet and a half in width. Eight Corinthian columns of red Languedoc 
marble, with bases and capitals of bronze, adorn the principal front, and support a saliant 
entablature, having an Italian giiotta frieze. On the top of the columns are figuros re- 
presenting (toward the Place du Carrousel) a cuirassier by Taunay, a dragoon by Corbet, 
a chasseur a cheval by Fourtoti, and a carabineer by Chenard. Toward the palace the 
figures are a grenadier de ligne by Dardel, a carabineer de ligne by Montony, a canonie 
by Bridan, and a sapeur by Dumont Surmounting the whole is a triumphal car of lead 
gilt by Lemot, to which were attached originally the celebrated horses taken from the 
place of Saint Mark Venice, but restored to the Venetianain 1815. The height of the 
whole building is 45 feet, its breadth 60 feet, and depth 25 feet and a half. Its entire 
ooet is said to have been 1,400,000 francs. 
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PALAIS DE L* INSTITUT, OU DES BEAUX-ARTS. 

On pourrait rompUr un rolume de V hUtoire de ce batiment, ou des institutions qui 
y ont exists. II fut coanu, jusqu’ en 1)^06, sous le nom du College Mazarin, commence 
en 1661, par lea architsctes Lambert et d’Orbay, d* apr^s les dessins de Lerau. La 
fa 9 ade est form^ de la section d* an cercle, termin^e par des pavilions : an centre est It 
porche de V 6gUse, dont on a maintenaiit fait une salle, ct qui olTre six colonnet 
corinthiennes, qui soutiennent un fronton : au-dessus, s* el^ve un dome, surmontc d* une 
lanterne.

Get 6difice porte des marques des 
effurU qu* ont fait demi^rement les fran 9 ais pour obtenir leur liberty, et V on voit encore 
sur quelques uncs de ses colonnes les marques des boulets dc canon qu' dies regureiit a 
cettc occasion. 

L* Institut est une reunion de toules les Academies qui cxistaient avant la Revolu- 
tion. Elio a tenu ses Seances depiiis 1795 jusqu' 1806 dans une des salles du Louvre. 
II consiste de T Academic fran^aisc, dont les Stances ont lieu le Jeudi; do cdlo des in- 
scriptions ct Belles-Lettres, qui tient Ics sicniies le V^endrodi ; c^lle des Sciences, le 
Lundi ; ct celle des Beaux-Arts, le Samedi. Jusqu* ^ la Revolution du mois de Juillot, 
1830, cet difRrens corps avitient une asscmblee generale le 24 Avril, qui est I* anniver- 
saire du jour ou Louis XVIIL debarqua il Calais. Leur costume, dans les circonstancet 
publiques, est de soic noire, brod^ en vert 

La Biblioth^ue de 1’ Institut contient celle du ci-deVant College Mazarin et celle 
qui appartenait autrefois aux Academies. Elle contient 100,000 volumes, et est ourerte tous 
les jours au public, depuU dix heures jusqu* a deux, except^ les Jeudis et les Samedis. 


ARC DE TRIOMPHE DU PALAIS DES TUILERIES. 

Cb fut Napol^n qui fit ajoutcr aux Tuileries ccUe elegante construction. Eilc fut 
elevw, en 1806, a 1’ honneur dc la Grande-Arraee, d’ apres les dessins de Percier et de 
Fontaine, et sur le module de 1* Arc de Septimo S4v^re. Elle est composec de Uois 
arcades en pierre de taille, occupant toule la laigeur, et d’ une autre arcade qui les tra- 
verse. L* arche principal, ou central, a quatorze pieds de largeur, les deux autres en ont 
huit et demi. Huit colonnes corinthiennes, de marbre rouge dc Languedoc, avec des 
bases et des chaptteaux cn bronze oment la facade principale, et soutiennent une entable- 
ment saillant ayant une frise italienne. Sur le sommet des colonnes sont des figures re- 
pr^ntant (vers la place du Carrousel), un cuirassier, par Taunay; un dragon, par 
Corbet ; un chasseur & cheval,par Fourcon; ct un carabinier, par Chenard.

L* Edifice a 45 pieds de hauteur, 
60 de largeur, et vingt et demi dc profondeur. On dit que sa construction a coulc 
1,400,000 francs. 
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PARIS, DE PONT NEUF, VERS L’ OCCIDENT. 

The Tiew from the Pont Neuf, looking west, has been considered one of the most 
noble and striking in Paris. On the right it commands the Palace of the Louvre and 
its magnificent gallery; and on the left the Hotel des Moonmes and the Palais des 
Beaux-Arts, with the spacious quays, which support on each side of the river the 
basements of these unrivalled edifices. The bridge occupying the centre of the view is 
the Pont des Arts, the first iron bridge erected m France, and principally used as » 
promenade. See our First Number. 


CHAMP DE MARS ET ECOLE MILITAIRE. 

The Ecole Mililaire was commenced after the designs of Gabriel in 1752, and 
ooeupied ten years in building. U extends over a parallelogram measuring 1320 feet in 
length by 780 in breadth. 

^Vllat is terme<l the principal front presents two spacious courts of unequal dimen> 
sions towards the Place do Fontenoy; the first being a square of 420 feet, and the 
second, called the Cour Royale, measuring only 270 feet square. It is surmounted by a 
gallery of Doric columns ; in tlie centre was formerly a marble statue of Louis XV. by 
Ixmiome. The pediments of the wings have some curious paintings in fresco, by Gibelin. 

The facade of one of the principal piles of buildi^, uiat exhibited in our plate, has. 
toward the Champs de Mars, a central projection of Corinthian columns, crowned by a 
triangular pediment, over which rises an elegant quadrangular dome, surmounted by a 
spire. In the centre is the vestibule, adorned with four rows of columns of the TuHcan 
Older; and here were formerly statues of the Marshal de Luxemburg by Monchi, of 
Turenne by Pajou, the Prince de Conde by Lecomte, and the Marshal de Saxe by 
d’ Huet; they are still to be seen in tlie Louvre. Other buildings and offices attached 
to this establishment surround fifteen different courts and gardens. 

So early as 1788, the fiiat desi^ of the establishment, that of educating young 
noblemen for the army, was abandoned, and the edifice became one of the four destined 
by the amiable Louis XVI. to form auxiliaries to the Hotel Dieu. During the Revolu* 
tion, and since, it has been occiipie<l as barracks. Buonaparte, who made it his favorite 
head quarters, bad the inscription " Quaetier Napoleon” placed on the frieze of the 
front before ns. 

In the late memorable struggle of July, 1830, the Swiss Guards retired hither, and 
endured a systematic attack, the effects of which are still visible on the columns of the 
centre. 

The Champ de Mars is the modem name of the noble area between the Ecole 
Militaire and the Seine. It is a regular parallel(^Tam of 2700 feet by 1320, and has 
often exhibited the evolutions of 10,000 troops. Its history would be that of the Revo- 
lutions of the last forty years. Here, in July, 1790, the Fete de la Federation, as it was 
celled, was held — a political mockery (as it afterwards poved) both of the king and 
people: here Robespierre exhilMted in 1794, at the head of the Convention, a still more 
criminal mockery, that of the Fete de FEtre Supemo, as it was impiously termed. In 
1796* the anniversary of the death of Louis XVI. was celebrated in tnc Champ de Mars, 
and an oath of hatred to royalty sworn by the public authorities. Bnonapartc here 
delivered the eagles to the army on his accession to the empire, December 5, 1804, 
and, finally, but in vain, attempted to excite the enthusiasm of the Parisians to his Acte 
additionncl aux Constitutions de V Empire, on this spot, during tlic Cent Jours. 

While preparing the above, we find that 60,000 of the re-organited National Guard 
of Paris, composed of cavalry and infantry, with sappers, miners, and all the paraphernnlia 
of an efficient army, have been reviewed in tJie Champs de Mars (August 29), by the 
Constitutional King of the French, Louis Philippe : tJic Guard itself being under the 
command of General Lafayette, Avho also commanded here above forty years ago, i. e. at 
tlie Fete de la Confederation in 1790. 
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VUE DE PARIS, DU PONT NEUF, VERS L’ OCCIDENT. 

On regarde avec raison la vue de Paris, nrise du Pont-Neuf, comme V one dea plus 
belles dc la eapilale.

CHAMP DE MARS ET ECOLE MILITAIRE. 

L’ Ecole militaire fut commcnc^e, en 1752, d* opr6s lea desains de Gabriel, et on 
niitsix ans i la bMir. Elio occupe un parali^lograme de 1320 pieda de longueur, et 780 
de largeur. Ce qu’on appclle la fu^-ade principale, ofire deux coura de di^rente gran*' 
denr, et qui donnent aur la place Fontenoy: V une eat un carr^ dc 420 pieds, et V autre, 
nu*on appcUe le Cour Royale, a 270 pieda. Elle est entourbe d* une gaUrie de colonnes 
noriqiies : il y avait aiitrofoia au centre, une atatue eu marbre dc LouU aV., par Lemoine. 
Les frontoaB des ailea aont orn^a dc ainguliera desaina & lafrcsouc, par Gibclin. L* une 
dea principalea facades do ce batiment, celle qui cat representee dans uotre gravure, a 
vers le Champ de Mars une projection centrale de colonnes corinthlennes qui soutiennent 
un fronton triaiigulairc, au-oessus du quel a’ 6l^ve un joli dome quadrangulaire, sur* 
monte d* une fiecne. Au centre cat un veatibule, orn^ de quatre Tangees de colonnes, dc 
V onlre toacan, et e’eat U que so tiouvaient autrefois les statues du ^Ia^6chal de Luxem> 
hourg, par Mouchc ; de Turenno, par Pajou ; du Prince de Conde, par'Lccomte ; et du 
Mar6chal de Saxe, par D’ Huet: elles se voient encore au Louvre. D’ autrea b&timena 
ct offices ^ipartenant k cot etabliaaement entourent quinze cours ou iardins. 

£n 178H, on voulut faire de cet ^ifice un ^tubliaaement pour 1* Question de la jeune 
noblesse qui derail oiler 4 T anu6e, mais on renon^a i cette id^, et Louis XVI. en fit 
un des quatres ^tabliascmens attach^a k T HoteUDieu. Pendant la Revolution et depuis 
on en a feit des casernes. Buonaparte qui en faiaait son quartier g^o^ral fit inacrire sur 
la facade que nous rcprcsentons : ** QuAuriea NsroLfioK." 

Pendant les ev^ncmens m^morables du mois de Juillet 1830, les Gardes Suisses se rc- 
tir^rent ici et y sontinreut une attaque r^guli^re, dont lea traces aont encore visibles sur 
les colonnes du centre. 

On ^)|}cUo Champ de Mars le bel espace qui existe entre 1’ Ecole militaire et la 
Seine. C’cst un p^llOlograme de 2700 pieds, sur 1320, et on y a souvent vu 10,000 
troupes. Son histoire serait celle des revolutions q^ui ont en lieu aepuia 40 ans. C est 
lA que sc fit, au moia de Juillet, 1790, la f^te de la Federation, qui prouva n* £tre qu’ une 
moquerie du roi et du peuple; lii Robespierre joua une comedie encore plus criminelle. 
la fete de 1’ Eire Supreme, car c* est ainsi qu'on appelle cette parade profane. En 179f> 
on y celebra I’ anniversairo de la mort de Louia XVH., et les magistrata y jur^rent hainc 
i)ternelle k la royaut^. Buonanarte y presenta les aigles k son arm^^o, lorsqu' il parvint 
k 1* empire, le 5 D4cembre, 1804 ; et tacha, maia en vain d* y porter lea parisieus k son 
acte addilionncl aux constitutions de V empire, pendant les Cent Jours., 

En 6crivantceci, nous apprenons que le 29 d' AotU(1830) Philippe-Auguste, roi con* 
stitutionnel des Fran^ais, a pa^ en revue la garde nationale, composee de 60,000 hommes, 
tant de cavaleric quo d’ infanterie, et dc mineurs, de sapeurs, &c. ; la Garde ^tant com- 
mandee par le General Lafayette, qut commanda aussi en ce lieu lore de la fdte de la 
Confederation, en 1790. 
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CHATEAU D EAU, 

Gauten of the lAtxembomg. 


No part of Paris or iU environs has been subject to more changes, or devoted to a 
greater variety of purposes, than the Garden of the Luxembourg. Originally planted by 
the orders of Mary de Medicis, under the direction of Desbrosses, it was worthy the 
noble palace to which it w'as constituted an appendage \ but early in the reign of Louis 
XVI. a project was formed of devoting a large portion of it to the celebration of a public 
fair. Some of the finest trees were accordingly felled ; and this part of the grounds lay 
waste until the year 1801. 

In 1796 the avenue leading from the palace to the observatory was formed, and 
many improvements have been since made ; the greatest of which, perhaps, has been 
the levelling of the great avenue. 

In 1802 the original fountain of Desbrosses, formed at the eastern extremity of a 
walk near the front of the palace, being in ruiiu, was carefully restored. It is remarkable 
for iU numerous artificial congelations and welUformed bossages. The two figures right 
and left of the front, designed to represent a river and a naiad, are part of the original 
building ; but the statue in Uie centre of a naiad, rising from the bath, is a modern ad- 
dition. At her feet Hows the water, which had not been previously seen in the fountain 
within tlic memory of man. 


WEST FRONT OF THE CHURCH OF ST. EUSTACHE. 


This is that front of the church of St. Eustache to the erection of which M. Colbert 
contributed 20,000 francs, and, being told by the clergy they were not sufficient for 
the purpose, coolly replied that they must put them out to interest and wait until they 
were so. 

In 1764 the front was commenced, after tiie designs of Mansard de Jouy ; but the 
works were soon suspended by the want of funds. Resumed in 1772, they were again 
suspended from the same cause, and in point of iact have never been completed. 

The lower part of this fa^do is Doric, supporting, on 10 pillars, a series of well- 
finished Ionic columns, six of which sustain a central triangular pediment At each 
corner were formerly two square towers, formed of Corinthian columns, supporting a 
small circular pediment and gallery , but one has been demolisheiL 
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CHATEAU D’ EAU, 

Jardin du Luxemhoyrg* 

II n' est aucune partie de Paris ni de ses environs qui ait subi autant de change- 
mens ou qui ait servi a dea usages ausai difft^rens que le Jardin du Luxembourg. Ce jardin, 
plante d' abord par lea ordrea dc Marie de Medicis et sous la direction de Desbrosses, 
4tait digne du beau palais au quel U etait attach^, mais au co umencemr'nt du r^g.ie de 
Louis XVI. on consul le projet d’ en detacher une grande partie pour* y c^lcbier une 
foire publique. On abattit par consequent quelques uns des plus beaux arbres, et cetts 
partie du terrsun rests en fnche, jusqu* a 1’ anu6e 1801. 

En 1795 ou forma 1* avenue qui conduit du palais k P observatoirc : on y a depuis 
fait pluueurs ameliorations, dont la principale est peut ^tre d’ avoir mis 1' avenue de 
niveau. 

En 1802, la fontaine que Deebrosses avail plac4 a 1* extr^mil^ orientale d* une allej, 
pres de la facade du palais, ^tant en ruines, elle fut retablie avec le plus grand soio. 
On en remarque surtout les nombreiises congelations artificielles, et lea bossages. Les 
deux statues, k droite et k gauche du pont, qui representent une Rivi<^re et une Naiade, 
faisaient partie de 1* ancienne fontaine, mais la statue au centre, qui represente une 
Naiade sortanl d' un bain, est plus modeme. A ses pic ls coule P eau qu*on ne se 
rappdle d* avoir jamais vu auparavant dans la fontaine. 


EGLISE DE ST. EUSTACHE, 

Vue prise de t Quest. 

C est pour batir cette paitie de P Eglisc de St. Eustache, que M. de Colbert contri- 
bua 20,000 francs, et lorsque le Clerg5 lui repr^senta que cette somuie nc suffisait pas, 
il leur dit pour toutc r^ponse de la mettre 4 int^r^t jusqu’ 4 ce qu’elle fdt suffisante. 

La fa 9 ade fut commencee en 1754, d* apr4s les dessins de Mansard de Jouy, mais les 
travaux furent bientdt suspendus, faute dc fonds. Recommences en 1772, ils furent de 
nouveau arretes par la m^me raison, et n’ ont mime jamais vXk termines. 

La partie inferieure de la faqade est de P ordre dorique, souteoant sur dix piliers 
une rang4e de belles colonnes ioniques, dont les six du milieu soutiennent un fronton tri- 
angulaire. II y avait autrefois 4 chaque coin deux tours carrees, form6es de colonnes de 
P ordre corinthien qui soutenaient un petit fronton circulaire et une galerie ; P une de 
ces tours a et4 d4molie. 
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EXTERIOR OF THE CHAPE LLE EXPIATOIRE DE 
LOUIS XVI. 


We have already given a view of the interior of this remarkable enclosure, and of 
the Chapclle Expiatoire. Whatever may be thought of the seasonableness of these 
posthumous honors — paid, certainly, rather by the family of the unfortunate Louis 
XVI. to his memory, than by the nation — there can be no question with respect to the 
architectural taste displayed. It is of the highest order. 

Two covered g Jleries form the exterior of the enclosure, each consisting of nine ar> 
cades, terminated by cippi, bearing funeral ornaments. The principal entrance is in the 
form of a central tomb, and leads by 16 steps to a vestibule half the height of the gal- 
leries ; whence a second flight of steps conducts to a platform from which rises the 
portico of the chapel. 

The whole stands on the site of the ancient cemetery de la Madeline, in the Rue 
d* Anjou, where the bodies of Louis XVI. and his consort were interred, on their 
execution, and which had been purchased by a M. Descloseaux, and converted into an 
orchard. 


HOTEL DES GARDES DU CORPS. 

This plain but noble building was one of the erections of Napoleon, and is a con- 
spicuous ornament of the Quai d’ Orsai. The flatterers of the emperor have considered it 
a type of his genius, as disdaining ornament, and devoted to usefulness rather than dis- 
play. We hav^ before noticed its only decorations, the figures of Fame and France, in 
the centre of the grand fa^de, supporting the arms of France. 
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EXTERIEUn DE LA CHAPELLE EXPIATOIHE DE 
LOUIS XVI.

Ce terrain arait d’ abord ele 
achete par un .M. Descloseaux, qui en avail fait un verger. 


HOTEL DES GARDES DU CORPS. 

Ce bAtimcnt, a la foie simple et noble,, fiit 6levo par JNapol6on et forme un des 
principaux ornemens du Quai d* Orsai. Les admirateurs du caract^re de 1' empereur 
regardent cet edifice comrac donnant une id^*e de son g^nie qui mephsait I'omement, et 
pr^feniit V utile a 1* agreable. Xous avons deja port^ 1* attention de nos lecteurs sur 
les figures de la France cf de la Renomm^ qui sont placees au centre de la grande 
facade. 
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GALLERY OF FRANCIS I., FONTAINBLEAU. 


The gallery of FrancU I. is a prmdpal apartment of the first floor of the Cour de 
la Fontaine^ Fontainbieau ; considered by many writers and visitants, from its position, 
and particularly from the prospect it commands towards the south, as the most attractive 
part of the chateau. At one tad this gallery communicates with' the principal apartments 
of the Conr d’ Honneur, of which, as well as of the Cour de la Fontaine, we have already 
given a general description. 

This is the only gallery of the interior that has been preserved in iU original state. 
But could the piince whose name it perpetuates animate his bust, here to conspicuous, 
he might recognise the paintings of Rossi and Prematiccio almost as fresh as when they 
were first placed in this celebrated apartment ; together with that singular union of 
stucco ornaments with paintings (all by superior masters, and in a fine state of preserva* 
tion) which characterises the buildings of bis age. 


CHAPELLE EXPIATOIRE DE LOUIS XVI. 

We give another view of this elegant raonoment of fraternal afleotion in the 
Bourbon family, on account of its merit as a work of art. The interior, so far as it has 
been finished, is of a very suitable and chaste character ; but to what extent the services 
connected with it as a chapel will be continued, under the late changes, must we suppose 
be doubtful. 

The principal light is admitted through a colored central window of the dome : the 
chief ornament of the dome and cupolas is a well executed rose in an hexagonal or 
square compartment : around are fifteen niches, originally designed to receive busts of the 
principal victims of the former Revolution. The pavement is Mosaic, in various 
colored mai'bles. 
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GALERIE DE FRANCOIS I., FONTAINBLEAU. 


La Galerie de Francois I. eat un dea principaux appartemens du premier eUge de 
la Cour de la Fontaine, i Fontainebleau : sa position et les b^ux points de vue dont on 
y jouit la font rcgarder commo une dea parties les plus attrayontes du chateau. Cette 
galerie communique i V une de sea extr^mites avec les principaux appartemens de la 
Cour d’Uoiineur, dont nous avons deja donn^ la description ainsi que de la Cour de la 
Fontaine. 

C’est la seule Galerie intcrieure qu* on a conserve dans son ^tat primitif. Si le 
prince dont elle porta le nom pouvait prendre la place de son buste, qui y occupe une 
place si distingu6e, il y retrouverait les tableaux de Kossi etde Prematiccio ayant encore 
la m^me fraicheur que lorsqu’ iU furent places dana cea c^Ubrea appartemens, et le sin- 
gulier assemblage dc tableaux et d'ornemeus cn stuc, tels qu* on en voyait tant it cette 
epoque, et qui sont toua de main de roaitre. 


CHAPELLE EXPIATOIRE DE LOUIS XVI.

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OCTROI GENERAL. 


Th B Octroi here collected are public duties on prorisione, wine, and spirits, levied at 
the barriers of Paris. 

The Octroi General, or Central, as it is also called, is situated in the Rue des Petites 
Ecuries, Faubourg Poissonniere. It is a plain stone building, constructed entirely for 
the purpose to which it is appropriated, and communicating with a Hotel adjoining, 
which consists of offices connected will) the Octroi. On one side is the eahane of the 
porter and plomlteur, who affixes the official plumb, or leaden seal, on goods that 
have paid the doty. 


LE MARCHE DE ST. GERMAIN. 


The general plan and dimensions of this noble market we have already giver. : this 
IS an interior view of one of tlie principal arcades, and will give a fair impression of the 
admirable disposition of light and air which pervades the whole of them. In the warmest 
weather a cool and refreshing walk may be obtained in this busy but well regulated 
scene. 

In the irregular pai'ts of the ground adjoining are bureaus for the inspector, a 
guard^house, &c. 
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OCTROI GENERAL.

SALLE DES PAS PERDUS. 


This is the Onuide Salle of the Palais de Justice, and has been called the West- 
minster Hall of Paris. It la conncctcrd wiili the strand entrance by the t^taircase of the 
right wing of the palace, and is 216 feet in length by S4 feet in breadth. Doors lead from 
various parts of the hall to the ditferent courts of justice, and their minor apartments. 

A fire having, in 1618, destroyed, with the ehapcl and varioiiM other apartments, the 
ancient Grande Salle, the present was constnicted after the designs of De Brossc, archi- 
tect of the Luxembourg. It was finished within four years, and consists of two spacious 
parallel naves with vaulted ceilings, separated from each other by a handsome row of 
arcades, and lighted by laige semicircular windows at their extremities. The square 
pillars or pilasters are of the Doric order ; all the decorations of the hall corresponding. 
The upper interstices of the ceilings form a depot of archives. The Salle des Pas Perdus 
is a favorite promenade of the Parisians. 


CHAPELLE DU CALVAIRE, EGLISE DE ST. ROCHE. 

Though in some degree defaced by the former Revolution, this Chapelle presents 
in its priircipal and celebrated niche (on the left of our plate) one of the best and most 
impressive artihcial Calvaries of the church. A noble arch, enlightened from a concealed 
window, exhibits the summit of the mountain, on which is seen an image of the crucified 
Saviour, at the foot of whose cross weeps a beautifully executed Magdalene. Soldiers 
watch on each side, and amid the trunks of trees a serpent is seen coiling itself. In 
front is an altar in form of an aiuir[uc tomb or sarcophagus, of dark blue marble. The 
composition of the various figures and ornaments is that of Falconiiet : the sculptures of 
the niche were executed by Michel Angtiier. 

On the right is a representation, added in 1807, of the descent of Jesus into the tomb. 
Vast fragments of rock and stone, "plat grandes quo nature,” savs Dtilanre, arc the 
principal objects; but the dead figure has been much admired. It is the work of M. de 
Seine.

CHAPELLE DU CALVAIRE, EGLISE DE ST. ROCHE. 

Quoigu* ayant souBert par la premiere Revolution, cette chapelle oH're dans »n 
priiicipale niche si celebre (et qui se voit a gauche de noire gravure), 1’ un des plus 
Ijoaux calvaires artiheieU de 1’ eglise. Au milieu d’ un bel arche, eclair<^ par une fenfftre 
circulaire, on voit le soniniet de la montregue, sur le quel se trouve nne image du 
Sauveur crucifix, et au pied de la croix une Madeleine tres bien executee: des soldats 
font la garde de chaque cote, et parmi les arbres, on aper^oit un serpent qui chercbe a 
se cacher: sur le devant est un autel, en forme de tombe ou sarcophage, de marine bleu, 
fonce.

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PONT LOUIS XVI. 


This bridge, which has already engaged our attention from other points of view, 
has seen all the memorable changes of both the Revolutions of France ; as its succes- 
sive names indeed will testify. Begun and finished (with the exception of its colossal 
statues) in the reign of the unfortunate monarch after whom it is commonly called, 
this designation was soon changed for that of Pont de la Revolution ; then it became the 
bridge of the Legislative Body, then of Concord, then again of Louis XVI. The 
statues were not erected until a very recent date. They are particularized in a former 
description of the bridge. 

It connects the suburbs of St llonore and St Qermain, which previously had no 
other direct mode of communication except a ferry established near the Hotel des 
Invalides; and is one of the most creditable exisUng monuments of the taste of M. 
Peyroonet 


PARIS, FROM THE INSTITUT. 

This view of Paris is chiefly interesting as a river scene, embracing the two 
bridges Pont Neuf and Pont des Arts. The latter is the one which appears in its entire 
length on the left: opposite is the Palace of the Louvre. The two bridges exhibit as 
striking a contrast as the history of this kind of architecture will furnish : one, Pont Neuf, 
difTering entirely from most modern edifices of the kind in its lofty and heavy arches, 
and deep projecting comice ; the other, Pont des Arte, being almost hazardously slight 
in its construction, and boasting, only, we believe, a wooden floor or passage way. 

There is a curious incident in the life of the popular Henry IV. connected with his 
passing the ferry formerly established on this spot. Finding the boatman did not know 
him, he asked him what people said of the peace, which had just been made. ** Ma 
foi,*’ said he, ** 1 know nothing about this helU pair, but well enough 1 know there are 
taxes on every thing, and even on this miserable boat, by which I can hardly live.*' 
** But does not,” said Henry, ** the king intend to diminish the taxes ?” ** The king,’* 

rejoined the ferryman, ** is a good fellow enough, but they say he has got a mistress, 
who must have so many fine dresses and trinkets ; and it is we who have to pay all 
that : paue exrore, if she belonged to him alone, but they say she pleases plenty of 
others.” So much was the king amused with this conversation, that he sent next day 
for the ferryman, and made him repeat all he had said before the duchess of Beaufort, 
when the latter, extremely mortified, wished to have him punished. “ $^ou$ Hes foiled 
said Henry, " be is merely a poor devil whose poverty makes him cross; in future he 
shall have his boat for nothing, and then 1 am convinced he will shout as long as you 
please vitv Henri ! I’ti's Gabrielle r* 
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PONT LOUIS XVI. 


Cc pontt dont nous avons d6j^ parle sous d’ autros rapports, a ktk tcmoin de tous les 
changemens mcmoiubles dcs deux Revolutions fmn9aises, comme V indiquent lea noros 
qu’il a port^s successivement.

PARIS, VU DE L’ INSTITUT. 

Cette vue de Pahs doit son interet principal aux objets qu* elle embrasse, tels que 
la Seine, le Pot»t Neuf et le Pont doa Arts ; c’ est ce dernier qu’on voit sur la gauche et 
dans toute sa largeur; le Louvre est vis-i-vis. Ces deux ponts oflPrent un contraste 
aussi frappant qu* aucmi quo presente 1* histoire do cette esp^ce d* architecture.

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ECOLE MILITAIRE. 


CSouth Front.) 

The south, somutimes tcnncd the principal, front of this celebrated building, is that 
which faces the Plaine de Grcnclle, or Place de Fontenoy. We have already furnished 
our readers with a general history of the structure. 

This front exhibits very chaste specimens of the Corinthian, Ionic, and Doric orders. 
The general basement is Doric, surmounted by Ionic columns ; the projecting centre is 
of the Corinthian order, and the whole has a much more enriched and imposing appear* 
ance than the front towards the Champ de Mars; though that also has its Corinthian 
columns, crowned, like those of tliis facade, by a triangular pediment and quadrangular 
dome. The two entrance courts are decorated by iron railings, and the inner one is sur- 
rounded by a gallery of Doric columns (seen in part on the right of our plate). Tlie 
fresco paintings, by Gebelin, on the pediments of its wings, are in fine preservation, par- 
ticularly the one representing Athletes stopping a spirited horse. This may be called the 
grand approach to the Ecolc Militaire from Paris, and is every way worthy the building 
and the cit)*.

1^^^ ' ( Principal Front.) 

/■- This is a section of the Principal front of the Hotel des Invalides, so taken as to 
exhibit its chief oriiamctU, the central projection, more fully to view. The smooth parts 
on each side are pierced with arcades, and terminated by pavilions, — at the angles of 
which have been placed the four brooie slaves originally executed by Desjardins for 
the Place des Victoires. « 

The length of the entire front, which is upwards of 612 feet, adds much to its strik- 
ing appearance. The central projection is decorated on each side with' Ionic pilasters, 
which support a grand arcfaivolt, adorned with trophies, conspicuous among which is a 
fine figure of Louis XIV. on horseback, accompanied by emblems of Justice and Pni- 
denee ; the whole in low relief, by Couston. The king’s figure was recently restoied'by 
Casteliier. On the sides of the grand entrance are colossal figures of Mart and Minerva, 
by Couston. ' '' ’

Le 
Boubaasement general eat de T ordre dorique, auimont^ de colonnea ioniquea, le centre 
aaillaot eat de 1* ordre corinthien, et cctte faqade, priae dana aon enaemble, a uo air ploa 
impoeaut et plua aomptueux que la facade vera le Champ de Mara, quoique lea colonnet 
corinthiennea de cette demi^re soient auasi aurmontto d’ un fronton triangulaire et 
d* un grand dome angulaire.

CHATEAU ROYAL DE MEUDON. 

The pi^k aud chateau of Meudon, two leaguea from Paris, first became a royal poa> 
session by purchase from tlie marquis de Louvois in 1691; when l«uis XIV. bestowed 
it on the dauphin, and took from himCboisi in exchange. 

The edifice commands some of the finest views near the capital, and is, or rather 
was, approached by a grand avenue, at the termination of which is a magnificent terrace, 
260 yards in length and 140 in breadth, raised above the village. This terrace was com« 
pleted by Henry of Lorraine, son of the duke of Guise, about thirty years before the 
above sale of the property. The avenue during the changes of the last forty years has 
been deprived of all its fine beech trees. 

The dauphin constructed the present, by the side of the ancient chateau, on the site 
of a noble grotto, the work of Philibert dc Lorme, and it is this modem part which alone 
remains. A few Doric columns ornanaent the projecting centre, but the wh<^e building is 
remsrkably plain, and much resembles, as Bonnet observes, a mere barrack. Napoleon, 
however, who resided here in 1812 and 1813, considerably improved the interior, as well 
as the grounds, both of which had been devoted by the republic to military uses. The 
bouse was for a while the appropriated residence of the king of Rome, and here M. de 
Polignac is said to have concealed himself during the last memorable revolution. 


TOMB TO THE MEMORY OF THOSE WHO FELL IN THE 
ATTACK ON THE LOUVRE, JULY 1830. 

Of the Louvre we have had elsewhere occasion to speak pretty fully. To its other 
claims on historical notice, it will now have to add those which connect it with theevenU 
of tlie late revolution. 

The popular accounts claim for the inhabitants of Paris the merit of a regular 
attack on this palace, and its consequent capture, in the face of heavy volleys of 
musketry. Some recent accounts, by the military officers engaged, insist that it was a 
mere abandonment of the palace, Urrough a mistaken or miscarried order of Marmout’s. 
Time only can adjust these conflicting statements. It is certain that at the entrance of 
the Carrousel, on the quay side, as well as opposite the Pont des Arts, and on the grand 
front, desperate attacks were made by the people on the 29th of July. They first ob- 
tained a truce, it is said, which was partially violated ; when two of the assailants, climb- 
ing the iron railings of the front, planted there the tri-color flag. This roused their com- 
rades to tenfold energy ; between 200 and 300 burst open the great gate, and, being fol- 
lowed by thousands, the Swiss fled to the T uilleries and the popular cause was triumphant. 

A more appropriate place of sepulture could notit was thought be found, fur those 
who fell in the attack, than directly in front of the palace. 
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CHATEAU ROYAL DE MEUDON. 

Louis XIV. acheta en 1591 le pare et le chateau do Meudon^situos a deux licui dc 
Pahs, du Marquis de Louvois, et le donna au Dauphin, en ^change de Choiai. 

On arrive k cet edifice, qui ofTre des blus ceaux points de vue des environs de la ca- 
pitale, par line grande avenue, au bout dc la quelle est une terrace macnilique, de 260 
verges dc longueur ct dc 140 de largeur, qui commande le village de Meudon. Cette 
terrace fut temiin^e par Ilenrt de Lorraine, fils du Due de Guise, ^ ))euprcs trente ans 
avant que ce bien filt vendu, comme nous venons de le dire, a Louis XIV. L’ avenue a 
ete dc|)OuiUce, dans les demieres quarantes annees, des tous les beaux hitres qui en fai- 
saient le principal orneiueut. 

Le Dauphin fit batirle chateau actuel, si c6l6 de V ancicu, et pK'S d' une belle grotte, 
qu* on doit k Philebert de L'onnes; e’est cette partie modeme qui existe encore. Quel> 
ques colonnes Doriques ornent le centre, mais tout le batimeni est d’ une construction 
fort simple ct, comme I'a dit Donnut, rcssemblu plutut ii une caserne qu* k un chilteau. 
XapoUxm qui le choisit pour demeure, en 1812 et en 1813, fit des ameliorations consi< 
durables, tout aux terres qu* au chateau que la Republique avail consacr^ & des usages 
militaires. Ce chateau servit aiissi pendant quelque temps de demeure au Hoi de Rome 
ct e'est la, ditKin qui M. de Polignac se cucha, pendant la deruiere H^voluUoii.

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COUR DU PALAIS ROYAL, 


The Palais Royal, as the town residence of the king, has of late had new pre- 
tensions to its designation ; while it should not be forgotten that Philippe I., when 
Duke of Orleans, devoted a large portion of his time and fortune to its improvement. 

Between the second court of the palace and the garden was an irregular double 
gallery' of wood, lined with shops: this has given place to the present noble stone gal- 
lery, and, though it would be perhaps desirable to detach these attractive shops and 
places of popular resort altogether from the abodes of royalty, while they remain con- 
joined, they cannot |>erhaps assume a handsomer shape, or be subject to a better arrange- 
ment than in this court. 


DEPARTURE FOR RAMBOUILLET. 

The circumstances that occasioned this memorable scene form, of course, the source 
of its chief interest. 

Charles X. had disappointed the hopes of even the most sanguine that he would 
conform himself to the Charter ; he had issued, and defended by the sword, his memor- 
able decrees of July, 1830, which virtually annulled it: and now lingered at Ram- 
bouillet, in the forlorn hope of the Due d* Orleans, or some of his own partisans, pro- 
claiming his grandson, and thus retrieving the fortunes of his house. 

But the career of the elder branch of the Bourbons was destined here to close. The 
Due d* Orleans handed to the Chamber of Deputies the qualified abdication of the 
ex-king, which they passed over in silence. This doating prince had, however, 
establiished a formidable camp at Rambouillct, and the Duke, as Lieutenant General of 
the Kingdom, felt the necessity of its being promptly dispersed. The people were fully 
ripe for a march thither en masse. He, therefore, selected for them chiefs, and 
mustered the National Guard. It was then announced that Charles X. must be dis- 
lodged from his post, and that the government required the people to march on Ram- 
bouillet. General Pajol commanded tliis motley force, which was wisely preceded some 
hours by 6000 of the National Guard, and still earlier by commissioners empowered to 
treat with the ex-king. : 

The omnibusses, and all other carriages at hand, were put in requisition, and 
thousands crowded round them on foot. In the Bois de Boulogne they were first 
reduced to some kind of order ; thence they passed by St. Clond to Versailles. • 

Our plate exhibits the group as collected at the Pont Royal, the south-west angle of 
the Tuileries being seen in the back ground. We need not detail the sequel. Charles 
X. wisely closed with the commissioners, and received a large sum of money, now used 
in sowing discord over France. ..

DEPART POUR RAMBOUILLET. 

Cettu scene memorable doit tout son interct aux circonstances qui Toccasionn^- 

rent. 

Charles X. avait trompe les espcrances de ceiix qui croyaient qu’ il se conformerait 
4 la chartre : il avait publie ct d^fendu par la force ses memorables ordonnances du mois 
dc Juillet 1830, qui la rendaient nuUe, et s’arr^tait 4 Uambouillct dans I’espoir que le 
Due d’OriiWs, ou quelqu* uu de scs imrtisans, procUmerait son petit-fils, et retablirait 
ainsi les espC^ianccs dc sa famille. Muis la branchc aince de la famille des Bourbons 
etait pres de terminer sa carriere. Le Due d'Orlcans presenta 1’ abdication modifi^^c de 
r ex-nionait{ue 4 la chambre des Deputes, qui la requt en silence. Charles X. avait 
cepcndanl etabli a Rambouillct un camp formidable, et le due d’Orlcans, commo lieu- 
tciiuiit du royaume, sentit la n^easitc de le faire Isvacuer imro^diatemeut. l.,a populace 
6tait toute disposee 4 y marcher en masse. Le due ayant choisi des chefs ct assemble 
la Garde Rationale, on annon9a au peuple qu’ il fallait forcer Charles X. 4 abaiidonner 
son poste, et qu’ 4 cet efiet le gouvernement commandait qu’ on marchdt vers Ram- 
bouillet Le General Pnjol fut mis 4 la t4te cette troupe qu’ an fit sagement pr6c^dcr 
de quelqucs heures par 6000 hommes de la Garde Natiooalc, et par des commiasaires, 
qui avaient le droit de trailer avec 1* ex-nionarque. 

On mtt en requisition les omnibus et toutes les voiturcs qu* on put sc procurer, ct 
qui furent entourcs par det milicrB d’invidus 4 pied. Ce ne fut qu’au Bois de Boulogne 
qu’ on parvint 4 les mcltre cn ordre; et ils travers4rent St Cloud pour se rendre 4 
Versailles. 

Notre planche represente la troupe asi»embl4e au Pont-Royal, et P on aper^oit, dans le 
fond, un des angles des Tuileries. 11 nous scrait inutile dc rapporter le detail les r^sultats 
de cette expedition. Charles se rendit a la demande des commissionaires, et en re^ut 
unc forte somme, qui sert maintenant 4 repandre la discorde en France. 
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ENTRANCE TO THE PALACE OF PHILIP L, AT NEUILLY. 


These are tlio entrance lodges and part of the stabling of the well known retreat of 
the Due d'Orloans (now Philippe I.) at Neuilly. On this houso anti grounds he bestowed 
his chief attention during the reign of his unfortunate predecessor — seldom appearing at 
court, and even prolonging his stay here, wo arc told, until Saturday the 31st of July, 
1830, or during the whole of the memorable ** three days,'* in which the last Revolution 
wns ejected. There is nothing remarkable in the architecture of the house. 

Mr. Sadler states that a party of the defeated soldiery fired sereiul volleysof inus- 
quetry and cannon shot into the park, on their retreat by this road, Friday the 30th, and 
that two of the latter fell near the house. It seems also that an intention to arrest the 
Due d'Orleana was ontertained early on that day, but that the party could not advance 
over the celebrated bridge of Neuilly, it being barricadoed by the people. His Royal 
Highness walked from this house into Paris at 9 o'cloek on the Saturday morning, to 
take possession of the throne of forty kings. 


GARDEN OF THE TUILEKIES FROM THE GRAND 
ENTIUNCE. 

Thr history of these gardens would be tliat of modern ornamental horticulture, ns 
they have been, from the dawn of the art (in Louis XIV. 's lime), particular objects of 
its application. 

Originally they were mneh leas extensive than at present, and separated from thu 
palace by a street which ran along the whole garden front. They contained, however, 
a wood, orange-grove, fish-pond, aviary, menagerie,, labyrinth, and theatre; and at the 
end of the grand avenue was a curious echo, produced by a circular wall of twelve feet 
high and twenty-four feet diameter. Sauval speaks of the labyrinth as distinguished by 
the prouesse des amants,** and is delighted with the wonders of the echo. 

The chief modem improvements were undertaken or suggested by La Quintinee and 
Le Notre. They removed the whole of the buildings which separated the palace from 
the gardens (including an hotel then occupied by Mad. de Guise), and a range of houses 
which extended from the Seine to tlie Park de la Conference. By these alterations an 
area of sixty-seven acres wa-s placed at the disposal of Le Notre, and the outline of the 
gardens has remained untouched from his time. 

Our plate is after a drawing taken from the Grande Entree, near the Pont Tournam i 
on the right ia seen a atone terrace, from which also an enchanting scene presents itself.

11 parait ausst qu* on arait 1* intention d* arr^tor ce jour 1& le Due d’ Orleans, 
mais que ceux qui ^taient charges do celto mission n* avaient pu traverser le fameux 
pont de Neuilly, qui avait barricade par la populace. Son Altesse Royale se rendit 
k pied do cette demeure & Paris, A huit heures le saniedi matin, lorqu* it alia prendre pos- 
session du trone qu* avait occupy 40 rois. 


JARDIN DES TUILERIES, VU DE LA GRANDE ENTREE. 

L* HiSToutK de ces jardins contiendmit cello de l*art modems de 1* horticulture, 
car depuis le r^gne de Louis XIV^ oit cet art commcn 9 a k parailre Jusqu* k nos jours, 
ils out 4t6 1* objet de la plus grande attention. 

Ils 6taient d* abord beaucoup moins grands qu’ ils ne le sent maintenant, et ^taient, 
separ^s du ch&teau par une rue qui s' ^tendait tout le long de la facade du jardin. Ils 
contenaient cependant un bois, une orangerie on etang, une voli(ire, une menagerie, un 
labyrinths, et un theatre ; et au bout de la grande avenue, 6tait un 4cho tr^s singulier, 
produit par un puits circulaire, de douze pieds de profondeur et de vingt>quatre de dia- 
m^tre. Sauval parle du labyrinthe, comine reroarquable par ** la prouesac des aroauts," 
et est enchant6 des merveillcs de I* ^ho. 

Lcs principalcs am6liorations modemes ont 6t^ faites ou oonseillces par La Quintin^ 
et Le Xotre. Ils firent abattre tous les bfttimens qui s^poraient le palais des jardins (y 
compHs un hotel, occupe par Madame de Guise), et une rangee de maisons qui s’ ^ten- 
dait de la Seine, jusqu* k la porto de la conference. Par ce inoyen Le N6tre eut k sa 
disposition un espace de 67 arpens, et la forme des jardins n* a pas change depuis cette 
^poque.

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THE CASERNE SWISSE. RUE DE BABYLONE, 


Was one of the oseful erections of Marshal Biron, about the year 1780. Twenty- 
three other similar establishments, in various parts of Paris, mark his laudable zeal for 
the comfortable accommodation of the private soldier. All of them arc commodious, and 
many of them spacious and noble buildings. 

This is No. 23 of the Rue de Babylone, and, being the barrack of the Swiss Guards, 
who at the Hotel de Ville, as well as at the Tuilehes and Louvre, had rendered them- 
selves particularly obnoxious to the people, it was attacked with fury by the latter on the 
29th of July, 1830. The students of the Polytechnic School were, as usual, at their head. 
One of them, when his comrades were retreating from the fire of the Swiss, although he 
liad received two gunshot wounds, mounted an eminence near, and successfully rallied 
them. These youths, we believe, first suggested the plan of burning straw in front of 
the building, as a means of hiding the assailants and their operations from the foe within ; 
and under the same direction it was finally set on hre, when a remnant of the Guard 
rushed out and fought their way to St Cloud. An English medical man is said to have 
paid devoted attention to the wounded throughout the attack. 


PONT DE BOIS, CHOISI LE ROI. 

This is a recent erection of Navier’s, and though the era of erecting wooden bridges 
over principal rivers is, we would hope, well nigh past, this is certainly one of the best 
constructed of its kind. The piers and abutments are of stone ; the body of the bridge, 
consisting of five wcU-tamed arches, of oak. It is 369 feet long and 23 broad, being the 
chief means of communication between Provins and Versailles. The road from the latter 
to Choisi is particularly fine. 

Of the fallen glories of Choisi )e Roi this is hardly the. place to speak ; but few parts 
of France have suffered equal changes since the days of Louis XIV. The plough-share, 
as Donnett says, has passed over its superb gardens ; the Seine, which bathed its charm- 
ing walks, from which it seemed to retire with regret, now washes only the ruins of its 
noble terrace ; and various manufactories, erected on the site of its ** grand” and ** petit 
chateau,** pour forth their smoky exhalations on its charming atmosphere.

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TOMB TO THE MEMORY OF THOSE WHO FELL IN THE 
REVOLUTION. JULY JO. NEAR THE FONTAINE DES 
INNOCENS. 

Mercy to the vanquished, and succour to the wounded, were both certainly more 
evident than respect to the dead, speakinji; g;encrally, during the late Revolution. Many 
hundred bodies were interred in the streets and markets, and not a few sunk in sacks in 
the Seine, without bcuig at all recc^ised. 

Necessity, howt^ver, rather than any unkind feeling, dictated much of this : forj in parti- 
lar spots, wliero the people fell, they were interred with military honors, and their graves 
profusely adomod with lattrcls, nowem, and funeral elegies. The eastern part of the 
Louvre was, as wc have seen already, one of these spots; the Marche des Innocents 
another. Our plate exhibits the national flags suspended over the latter, as well as on 
the top of the Fountain, one of the characteristic ornaments of Paris. We have already 
described this founUiii and given a sketch of its history. 


EGLISE DE SORBONNE. 

Who has not heard of the Sorbonne and iU Grande Sorbonnique I — This last being a 
public act of the college, in which a candidate for a diploma was obliged, without eating 
or drinking, or quitting the place, to sustain himself in argument against twenty as- 
sailants, who, relieving each other every half hour, beset him from six in the morning 
until seven at night. 

The celebrated interior Schools of Tljeology were held in buildings contiguous to this 
church, which was erected after the designs of Le Mercier, and by means of funds secured 
to the college, by Cardinal Richelieu, between 1635 and 1659. The whole of the paint- 
ings of tlie dome w ere executed by Philippe de Champagne. On the death of the cardinal 
(the munificent patron of the Sorbonne), his tomb was placed in the nave of the church, 
but at the Revolution it was removed to the ^lus^e des Momimcns Francis. 

At this period tlie Ecolc Normale was proposed to be held in the church do Sorbonne, 
and an amphitheatre was constructed under the dome for that purpose. Rut the project 
was soon abandoned, when it was converted into a painting and sculpture gallery. In 
1819 it was placed at the disposal of the Committee of Public Instruction.

tOLISE DE LA SORBONNE. 

Qut n’ a pas entendu purler de la Sorbonne ct dc sa grande Sorbonnique ? On 
appelle ainsi un acte public du College dans le quel celui qui desirait obtenir un 
diplomc, ctait oblige, sans bouger de place et sans boire et sans manger, de rilipondre 
aux argumens de vingtassaillans, qui serempla 9 ant, toules les demie-heures, V attacjuaient 
depuis six heures du matin jusqu* k sept heures da soir. 

Les fameuses ^coles de Th^logie, se tenaient dans des bfitimens k cdte de cette eglise. 
qui fut batic, d'apr^s lea dessins dc Lo Mcrcier, et au moyen des fonds assures au College 
par le Cardinal Richebeu, entre les annees 1635 et 1G59. Toutes les peintures du 
dome sent de Philippe de Champagne. A la mort du Cardinal do Richelieu, le gen^reux 
pc.tron de la Sorbonne, son buste fut place dans la iief de 1’ eglise, mais lors de la R6vo* 
lulion, il fut transport^ au Musee des Monumens Fran^ais. 

A cette epoque V Ecole Nomiale se proposa de tenir ses Seances dans 1' eglise de la 
Sorbonne, ct on ^leva k cet eH'et un amphitheatre sons le dome. Mais ce projet ayant 
tte abandonn^ on en fit une galerie de peinture et de sculpture. En 1819 cet edifice fut 
place ^ la disposition du Committee d' Instruction publique. 
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PONT DBS CHAMPS ELYSEES. 


This is s modern bridge, on the Suspension plan, communicating between the 
south side of the Champs Elyseos and the Quai d'Orsai ; taking its name from the former 
important and interesting plain. It is designed for carriages as well as foot-passengers, 
and hitherto has worn exceedingly well. It has but two piers, or one complete suspen- 
sion arch, on the stream, and has not been completed more than two years. 


BRIDGE OF ARCOLE. 

The name of this new Suspension bridge, situated near the Place de Grave, has been 
traced to two sources alike remarkable. One account assigns it to an exploit of a pri^'ate 
individual of the name of Arcole, during a conflict with the military on the spot, July 
iS, 18*10. “ We must cross this bridge,” said a youth, who placed himself at the head of 

the iKipulace. “ I will set the example ; if I fall, remember my name is Arcole.^ He 
rnihed forward, we are told, and had just reached tlie middle of the bridge when he fell, 
pierced with musket balls; and the witnesses and companions of his heroiam bestowed 
by awdamation the present name on the bridge. Such is the popular account. t t 
O ther writer* wholly deny the, fact of such an occurrence as the above, and tdl iu that 
this bridge has been thus denominatwl after the celebrated battles of Napoleon' near 
Areola in Italy, knd in particular after that in which he seixed the .^|i|dard of his 
retreating grenadiers (15 November, 1796). and in the face of a severe cimnoQsdc of the 
enemy earned the ‘bridge over the Adige. ^ ^ *' 
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PONT DES CHAMPS ELYSEES.

On attribue k deux causes ^lament remarqnables le nom de ce pont, qui est situe 
pris de la Place de Grive. Les tins 1’ attrihuenl a la valeurd’ un individu nomine Arcole 
pendant le combat contre les troupes, le 28 de Juillet 1830. “ II faut que nous traver- 

sions ce pont,” dit un jeune homme qui sc mil k la tite de la |>opulace. “ Je vais vous 
donner I’ excmple : si je peris, rappelez-votis que je me nomine Arcole." Eii disant ces 
moU, il a’ ilan^ sur le pont, et avait panenii jusqu’ au milieu quand il tomba pcrce de 
coups de fusil, sea corapagnons, dit-on, doun^rem alors son nom au pont od il avait 
ainsi fait preuve d' heroisme : tel est le rapport populaire. 

U’autres ecrivains nient ce fait, el disent que ce pont fut nomme d’aprds le* 
celibrce batailles de Napoldon. prfes d’ Arcole, en Italic; et surtoul en mdmoire de oelle 
oil (le 15 Novembre, 1 /DC), il saisit I’etendard de ses grenadiers en fuite, et prit malgre 
line terrible decharge de canon, le pont qui est sur 1’ Adige. 
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ECOLE POLYTECHMQUE. 


The csublishnient here devotee! to the educution of youth for various branches of 
the pubitc service, and purticnluHy for the artillery and marines, was recently under the 
special protection of the Due d* Augouleme. Little could that devotee of arbitrary 
power and legitimacy coojecture what kind of RevoluUouary materials were here pre- 
paring for to nothing were the populace more indebted for the succe>»eH of the days 
of July, 1830, than the courage and military aktll of the pupils of this school. They be- 
came at the Hotel de Ville, at the Tuilcries, and ind«»ed every where, their succesaful 
leaders. When the Uoyal Guard attacked the pupils of the Polytechnic school in order 
to carr)' olT their cannon, the latter, perceiving the fault of the Guard in attacking tliea 
in front, exclaimed, ^'Tfaey don't know their trade, we sliall defeat them :** and it was 
the body of one .of these youths, who had fallen in the attack on the Tuilerica, whtch, 
bemg covered with crape, was placed oii the throne of tlie State ilooin, amid the shouu 
of his companions. 

The building was originally the College de Navarre; the Gothic front of which is 
still in u state of tolerable preservation, but the greater part of the interior lias been re- 
modelled or rebuilt It is situated in the Rue de la Montague St Genevieve. 

The last ordinance of the infatuated Charles X. is said to have been for the suppres- 
sion of the School Polytechnique. 
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HOUSE OF PEERS. DURING THE TRIAL OF THE 
EX-MINISTERS. 


Tins apartment of the Luxembourg guve name, in 1814, to the enure palace: a 
marble tablet being at that period placed over the principal entrance which announced 
iu change of designation. 

There needed no inscription of this kind to denote the purpose to which it waa de- 
voted on the menionihlo occasion to which our plate alludes. The whole public interest 
of the metropolis of France, and indeed of the civHixed world, was too powerfully en- 
gaged iu what was passing. It was felt to be a trial not only of the alleged crimes of the 
unfortunate gentlemen implicated, but of the strength of the new government. We ate 
happy to record the peaceful and even moderate result. 

The ball is comparatively small, but spleiulidly htted up : the imitation of veined 
marble has been mucli admired; and, in the busts of Greek and Roman orators, llie 
modem sculptors of France have, as we have seen, endeavoured to surround her senate 
with the most approphatn historical recollections. The ningnificeni staiicaie leading 
to this apartment has already engaged our aiteotion.

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BARRIER OF ST. DENIS

Tub whole Fauboan; St. Denis, from the Forte or Arc dc Triomphc of Louis XIV. 
to the Barrier, was on the 28th and 29th of July the scene of severe conflicts. The 
Forte St. Denis was amongst the first of the public edifices on which the tri-colored flag 
was dib'played : it also exhibited a red and black flag in ominous suc<»ssion ; and bears 
many a mark o( the bravery of the people, and the terrible Are of the military which they 
liustnined. Towards the close of the 28th we believe the barrier was first set on fire. 

When it is remembered that through this street the kings of France (down to the 
late expelled monarch) have made for ages their fiist public entry into Pahs, and were 
received witli almost impious adulation at the gale, the eagerness of the populace here 
to display their triumphs may perhaps be in part accounted for. At any rate the history 
of this whole neighbourhood is that of the instability of power and popular favor. 


INTERIOR OF LA BOURSE, OR THE EXCHANGE. 

This is also called the Palais de la Bourse, and is certainly not unworthy that name. 
A magnificent colonnade, of 64 Corinthian columns, surrounds a {laralleiogram 
measuring 212 feet by 126^ having on the principal facade a )>eriBtyIe with additional 
columns. The building is approached by a handsome flight of steps extending the whole 
breadth of this facade. Over the entrance is inscribed in bronze letters — Bodbsk bt 
Tribunal db Commskcr. 

From the peristyle we are conducted by a noble vestibule to the Salle de la Bourse, 
which occupies the whole length of the building, being 122 feet long by 77 broad, in* 
eluding the galleries and arcades. It is lighted wholly from above. A hall for the 
Agents de Change opens opposite to the principal entrance, which communicates with 
other apartments for the Courtiers de Commerce, &ic. The Tribunal de Commerce holds 
its sittings in an apartment ascended by a grand staircase on the left of tlie vestibule. 
Brosigniard has the merit of originating the plans which were followed in this tine 
structure until his death in 1813. After this the works were placed under the direction 
of Labarre.
